A Constitution Bench of the 
Supreme Court on Tuesday 
did not intervene in the im¬ 
plementation of the Jammu 
and Kashmir Reorganisation 
Act, 2019, from October 31. 

The Act reorganises Jam¬ 
mu and Kashmir into two 
Union Territories - Jammu & 
Kashmir and Ladakh. A fresh 
delimitation process will 
follow. 

The five-judge Bench, led 
by Justice N.V. Ramana, 
wound up the hearing short¬ 
ly after realising that the 
Central and State govern¬ 
ments had not filed any res¬ 
ponse to the series of peti¬ 
tions challenging the 
dilution of Article 370, with¬ 
drawing the special rights 
and privileges of the Kashmi¬ 
ri people, and the reorgani¬ 
sation of the State. 

Deadline missed 

Both the Centre and the 
State government were is¬ 
sued notices by the court on 
the main petition filed by ad¬ 
vocate M.L. Sharma on Au¬ 
gust 28. Yet Attorney Gener¬ 
al K.K. Venugopal, for the 
Centre, on Tuesday, sought 
more time to file the replies. 
And Solicitor General Tush- 
ar Mehta, for Jammu & Kash¬ 
mir, followed suit. 

The Bench promptly 
agreed to the requests. It 
gave them four weeks to file 


counter-affidavits and sche¬ 
duled the next date of hear¬ 
ing for November 14 - a fort¬ 
night after the Act is 
implemented. 

“A realistic time limit,” Mr. 
Mehta reacted. 

Senior advocate Raju Ra- 
machandran, for some of the 
petitioners, tried to con¬ 
vince the court in vain that a 
deferment of the hearing to 
a date after the implementa¬ 


tion of the Act would effec¬ 
tively leave the petitions 
infructuous. 

“In the previous hearing, 
this court had ordered the 
government to exchange the 
pleadings. But now the go¬ 
vernment is still asking for 
time. The Act comes into ex¬ 
istence from October 31, and 
this case would be rendered 
infructuous,” he said. 

Again, though the cases 


were referred to the Consti¬ 
tution Bench on August 28, 
the Chief Justice of India had 
set up the Bench only last 
week. 

The petitioners argued 
that once the delimitation 
process starts, the effect 
would be irreversible. 

Petitioners ignored 

“It is better we wait for them 
[the Centre and the State] to 
file their counter-affidavits,” 
Justice Ramana replied. 

The other judges on the 
Bench were also of the same 
opinion. Justice S.K. Kaul ad¬ 
vised the petitioners: “First 
let us ensure the pleadings 
are completed.” 

“But we object to the go¬ 
vernment’s request for more 
time...” Mr. Ramachandran 
insisted. 

“How can we hear with¬ 
out their counters?” Justice 
B.R. Gavai addressed Mr. Ra¬ 
machandran as Justice Surya 
Kant, the fifth judge on the 
Bench, remained silent. 

The Bench said that even 
if the Act came into exis¬ 
tence, the court could “turn 
the clock back” if a judgment 
is later made in favour of the 
petitioners. 

The Bench made it clear 
that, if necessary, it would 
even direct the Centre to 
produce the relevant docu¬ 
ments pertaining to its deci¬ 
sion to scrap the special sta¬ 
tus of Jammu & Kashmir.

No curbs thrust on 
Kashmiris: Centre 


100% landlines working, says S-G

Fifty-six days into a lock- 
down that began on August 
5 in Jammu and Kashmir, 
Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta claimed in the Su¬ 
preme Court on Tuesday 
that “no restrictions” had 
been thrust on the Kashmi¬ 
ris and “100% landlines are 
working”. 

At one point when one of 
the judges on the Bench, 
Justice B.R. Gavai, asked Mr. 
Mehta about the state of mo¬ 
bile phone connectivity in 
the State, the top law officer 
indicated that mobile 
phones were a relatively re¬ 
cent phenomenon in Jam¬ 
mu and Kashmir. 

“Are there mobile lines 
working in J&K?” Justice Ga¬ 
vai asked. 

“Mobile lines were there 
in the rest of the country 
from 1995, but it started in 
J&K only in 2005... If mo¬ 
biles start, WhatsApp mes¬ 


sages will come from across 
the border,” Mr. Mehta 
replied. 

Senior lawyer Vrinda 
Grover, for journalist Anu- 
radha Bhasin, pressed the 
Bench, led by Justice N.V. 
Ramana, to focus on the 
question of why the lock- 
down was continuing, now 
for the 56th day. 

Senior advocate Mee¬ 
nakshi Arora submitted that 
“people who come from far- 
flung districts of Jammu and 
Kashmir are not able to ac¬ 
cess medical care in Srina¬ 
gar... Health schemes, in¬ 
cluding the Pradhan Mantri 
Jan Arogya Yojana, is linked 
to the Internet.” But Mr. 
Mehta said all these claims 
about the inability to access 
health care were “absolute¬ 
ly wrong”. He submitted, 
“They are being said for so¬ 
mething else, which I don’t 
want to say now.”

Fadnavis must 
face trial over 
poll papers: SC

Dealing a blow to Maha¬ 
rashtra Chief Minister De- 
vendra Fadnavis days be¬ 
fore the Assembly election, 
the Supreme Court on 
Tuesday directed that he 
face trial for suppressing 
information in his 2014 
election documents about 
two forgery and criminal 
defamation cases pending 
in a Nagpur court. 

A Bench of Chief Justice 
of India Ranjan Gogoi and 
Justices Deepak Gupta and 
Aniruddha Bose ordered 
the trial court to continue 
with the case against Mr. 
Fadnavis under Section 
125-A of the Representation 
of the People Act, 1951. 

The decision came on 
an appeal filed by Satish 
Ukey, a lawyer, against a 
Bombay High Court deci¬ 
sion. The High Court had 
set aside a sessions court 
go-ahead to try Mr. Fadna¬ 
vis. 

The judgment by Chief 
Justice Gogoi held that a 
“contesting candidate is 
mandated to furnish infor¬ 
mation concerning the cas¬ 
es in which a competent 
court has taken cogni¬ 
sance, along with the cases 
in which charg¬ 
es have been 
framed.”

Verdict diluting SC/ST 
anti-atrocities law recalled 

SC’s 2018 judgment sparked protests 


GST collections fall to 
a record low in Sept. 

‘Festive months may improve receipts’

Correcting an error of judg¬ 
ment, the Supreme Court 
on Tuesday recalled its 
March 20, 2018 verdict, 
which bent the written law 
to protect persons accused 
of committing atrocities 
against the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes. 

On March 20, a judgment 
by Justice A.K. Goel (now re¬ 
tired) diluted the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes (Prevention of Atroci¬ 
ties) Act, 1989, to grant anti¬ 
cipatory bail to accused per¬ 
sons and directed that the 
police conduct a prelimin¬ 
ary enquiry into whether a 
complaint under the law is 
“frivolous or motivated” be¬ 
fore registering a case. 

Both conditions were not 
part of the original legisla¬ 
tion. Justice Goel had rea¬ 


soned that members of the 
Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes use the 
1989 law to lodge false com¬ 
plaints, leading to the arrest 
of innocent persons. 

The March 20 judgment 
triggered widespread prot¬ 
ests and compelled the go¬ 
vernment to amend the Act 
to negate the effect of the 
ruling. It also filed a review 
petition against the verdict. 

In its judgment on the re¬ 
view petition, a Bench of 
Justices Arun Mishra, M.R. 
Shah and B.R. Gavai said hu¬ 
man failing and not caste is 
the reason for the filing of 
false criminal complaints. 
The court condemned its 
earlier judgment, saying it 
was against “basic human 
dignity” to treat all SC/ST 
community members as “a 
liar or crook”.

The average 
monthly collections for fi¬ 
nancial year 2019-20 stand 
at H,01,049 crore. The col¬ 
lections in September 2019 
are lower than the ^95,633 
crore collected in August 
2017, the very first complete 
month of GST collections.

India’s ‘oldest’ chimpanzee dies at 59 

Rita loved soft drinks and watching TV, say Delhi zoo officials 


Banking

India’s “oldest” chimpanzee, 
Rita, 59, died at the Delhi zoo 
on Tuesday afternoon follow¬ 
ing multiple organ failure, 
said zoo officials. 

Rita was born at a zoo in 
Amsterdam in 1960 and was 
acquired by the National Zoo¬ 
logical Park here in 1964. 
“The animal died on October 
1, 2019 at 12.15 p.m. despite 
our best efforts and the best 
healthcare management pro¬ 
vided to her,” an official state¬ 
ment said. 

Since July 27, the chimpan¬ 
zee was only consuming fruit 
juices, milk and water. Ac¬ 
cording to her post-mortem, 
conducted by a panel of vete¬ 
rinary doctors, the cause of 
her death was “multiple or¬ 
gan failure”. “The tissues of 
the organs have been sent to 




organ failure. 

IVRI [Indian Veterinary Re¬ 
search Institute] for further 
examination,” the statement 
said. 

A zoo official said Rita was 
like a small child. “She would 
respond when we spoke to 
her. I used to show her videos 
on my phone and she was ve¬ 



ry curious. Later, we put up a 
television for her and played 
videos of animals,” said the 
official, who has been work¬ 
ing at the zoo for around se¬ 
ven years. 

Zoo curator R.A. Khan said 
Rita liked “Maaza”, a mango- 
flavoured soft drink, and they 
used to give her medicines 
crushed in different juices. 

“She was active when she 
had a male chimpanzee, Mo- 
ni, as her partner. After Mo- 
ni’s death in 2015, Rita was 
alone in the enclosure and 
she moved less, but people 
still wanted to see her,” the 
zoo official said. 

Rita was one of the oldest 
surviving chimpanzees in In¬ 
dia and had also entered the 
Limca Book of Records, said 
the statement. Zoo officials 
said the average lifespan of a 
chimpanzee is 40-50 years.

Amended MV Act: 67% dip 
in challans in first month 

Number dropped from 5.2 lakh in Sept. 2018 to 1.7 lakh last month

In the first month after im¬ 
plementation of the amend¬ 
ed Motor Vehicles Act, traffic 
challans issued by the police 
saw a decline of 66.8%, data 
shared by Delhi Police shows. 

Officials said that in Sep¬ 
tember 2018, the total num¬ 
ber of challans issued by traf¬ 
fic police were 5,24,819, but 
in September 2019 the num¬ 
ber of challans issued stood 
at 1,73,921. “The drop in chal¬ 
lans is due to all cases being 
sent to the court as com¬ 
pounding power has not 
been given to the police so 
far in Delhi,” they said in a 
statement. 

Further, the police said 
that earlier 95% cases were 
compounded on the spot 
and only 5% cases were for¬ 
warded to the court.

Mr. Kotli, who is an All India 
Congress Committee secre¬ 
tary and an MLA from Khan- 
na, termed the Centre’s de¬ 
cision unfortunate and 
politically motivated. 

“The Modi government 
should make it clear wheth¬ 
er it is with peace-loving pe¬ 
ople or with those who want 
to vitiate the atmosphere,” 
the MLA said.

IPS officer will have to appear before CBI for questioning in Saradha scam case

In a major relief to senior IPS 
officer Rajeev Kumar, the 
Calcutta High Court on Tues¬ 
day granted him anticipato¬ 
ry bail in the Saradha chit 
fund scam case. 

‘Custodial interrogation’ 

A Division Bench of Justices 
Sahidullah Munshi and Sub- 
hasis Dasgupta accepted the 
interim bail petition moved 
by Mr. Kumar and observed 
that “custodial interrogation 
is not required” for the 
officer. 

While the CBI cannot ar¬ 
rest him, he will have to ap¬ 
pear as and when it calls him 
for interrogation, effectively 
meaning that Mr. Kumar

cannot evade questioning. 
He also cannot leave the city. 

The CBI had opposed Mr. 
Kumar’s petition saying he 
had not responded to the 
summons issued by it over 
the past few weeks. Sources 
in the CBI said that the agen¬ 
cy would move the Supreme 
Court challenging the High 


Court order. 

The HC order comes after 
nearly a week of in-camera 
hearing in the case where 
only counsels representing 
both the parties were pre¬ 
sent. 

In the order, the Division 
Bench directed Mr. Kumar to 
furnish a personal bond of 
^50,000. The CBI could 
question Mr. Kumar, provid¬ 
ed they give 48-hour prior 
notice to him to appear be¬ 
fore it. 

Legal tussle 

Mr. Kumar, who is at present 
posted as Additional Direc¬ 
tor General, CID, West Ben¬ 
gal Police, has not appeared 
before the CBI in connection 
with the Saradha scam over 


the past few months and has 
sought more time from the 
investigating agency. 

A legal tussle between the 
CBI and Mr. Kumar, who was 
earlier the Commissioner of 
Kolkata Police, has been rag¬ 
ing since February when 
Chief Minister Mamata Ba- 
nerjee held a dharna in prot¬ 
est against the CBI’s attempt 
to question Mr. Kumar. 

On September 13, Justice 
Madhumati Mitra of the Cal¬ 
cutta High Court vacated all 
protection given to the IPS 
officer from appearing be¬ 
fore the CBI. A city court on 
September 21 rejected his 
anticipatory bail petition af¬ 
ter which he moved the Divi¬ 
sion Bench of the High 
Court. 


Militant killed in Ganderbal encounter 


His identity, affiliation yet to be established, says police official

One more militant was killed 
on Tuesday morning as an 
operation by the security 
forces in a forest range in 
Ganderbal district, adjacent 
to Srinagar, entered the 
fourth day. 

“Security forces had a 


fresh contact on Tuesday 
morning. In the gunfight, 
one militant was killed,” Su¬ 
perintendent of Police Khalil 
Poswal said. 

Officials said one non-lo¬ 
cal militant was killed and 
two rifles were recovered on 
Saturday. 

Sources said the two mili¬ 


tants were part of a new 
group which infiltrated from 
the Gurez sector and trekked 
into Ganderbal district from 
the hilly passes of the Bak- 
htor area of Gurez valley. 

The operation is on to nab 
other militants in Trumkhal 
in the Gangbal area, at an al¬ 
titude of around 4,000 


metres. “The identity of the 
slain militant could not be es¬ 
tablished immediately,” Mr. 
Poswal said. The area has 
been restricted for civilians 
and Bakerwals, the nomadic 
community which uses the 
passes to graze animals. “No 
civilian movement is al¬ 
lowed,” said the police. 


CBI books two IAS officers in mining case

The Central Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation on Tuesday 
searched multiple locations 
in connection with alleged il¬ 
legal renewal of 13 sand-min¬ 
ing leases in Uttar Pradesh’s 
Saharanpur district. 

Among those named in 


the case are two IAS officials, 
who were posted as District 
Magistrates during the check 
period. 

“The searches have been 
conducted at 11 places,” said 
a CBI official. 

According to the agency, 
papers related to two pro¬ 
perties and H5 lakh in cash 


were found at the Lucknow 
residence of Ajay Kumar 
Singh, a 1998-batch official. 

Another accused, Pawan 
Kumar, is a 2008-batch offi¬ 
cial. 

The other 10 accused, one 
of whom has died, are al¬ 
leged beneficiaries. 

The agency has alleged 


that the officials, while work¬ 
ing as District Magistrates of 
Saharanpur, renewed the 
leases without following e- 
tendering procedure as di¬ 
rected by the State govern¬ 
ment on May 31, 2012, and 
duly upheld by the Allaha¬ 
bad High Court in January 
2013.

Odisha bans single-use 
plastic from today

The Odisha govern¬ 
ment has banned sin¬ 
gle-use plastic in all ur¬ 
ban areas of the State 
from Gandhi Jayanti on 
Wednesday, an official 
said. 

Notice on Sept. 30 

The State Forest and 
Environment Depart¬ 
ment in a notification 
issued on September 
30 said the govern¬ 
ment has prohibited 
manufacture, sale, 
trade, import, storage, 
transportation and dis¬ 
tribution of single-use 
plastics, the official 
said. 

The ban will be im¬ 
posed on polythene 
carry bags of any 
shape, thickness and 
size (excluding com¬ 
postable) and Polyeth¬ 
ylene Terephthalate 
(Pet/Pete) bottles of 
less than 200 ml capac¬ 
ity, the notification 
said. 

It also banned sin¬ 
gle-use disposable cut¬ 
leries made of thermo- 


col (polystyrene), 
polyurethane and simi¬ 
lar products of plastic 
such as dish, spoon, 
cup, plate, glass, fork, 
bowl, pouch to store li¬ 
quid and container of 
any size and shape ex¬ 
cept for packing and 
selling of milk and oth¬ 
er ancillary milk pro¬ 
ducts and thermocol 
decorative materials. 

Polythene sheets 

The vendors will not be 
allowed to use polyth¬ 
ene sheets of less than 
50-micron thickness 
for storing, transport¬ 
ing, dispensing or 
packaging of any arti¬ 
cle or commodity or 
food items, consuma¬ 
bles, packaging of milk 
and milk products and 
edible oil in a sealed 
manner. 

This , however, ex¬ 
cludes any plastic car¬ 
rying and transporting 
garbage and containers 
for milk products and 
polythene packing ma¬ 
terials used in health¬ 
care sector, the notifi¬ 
cation said. 


New trapdoor spider 
species discovered

A new trapdoor spider 
species has been disco¬ 
vered by Sanjay Keshari 
Das, Assistant Profes¬ 
sor, Guru Gobind Singh 
Indraprastha Universi¬ 
ty, Delhi, in a decidu¬ 
ous forest near Nilagiri 
town in Odisha during 
field surveys this year. 

It was found on a 
roadside cut in a forest 
during a field survey to 
document spider diver¬ 
sity in Kuldhia Wildlife 
Sanctuary. 

‘Idiops nilagiri’ 

“This new mygalo- 
morph species has 
been described based 
on female specimens 
and named ‘Idiops nila¬ 
giri’ after Nilagiri town, 
from where the spider 
was recorded. This is a 
medium-size spider 
that measures about 8- 
13 mm in length. With 
this discovery, the 
number of the mem¬ 
bers of the genus Idiops 
goes up to 95 species 
worldwide, of which 12 
are from India,” Dr. Das 
said. 

He added that the 
discovery takes global 
spider count to 48,277 
and Indian spider 
count to 1,910 species. 


of which 263 species 
are recorded from Od¬ 
isha. 

Among Indian spid¬ 
ers, only 116 species be¬ 
longing to 33 genera 
and 8 families are my- 
galomorph spiders. 
“Mygalomorphs are re¬ 
latively large and long- 
living spiders (can live 
about 25 years) and re¬ 
present primitive spid¬ 
ers that include taran¬ 
tulas, funnel web and 
trapdoor spiders. Zool¬ 
ogists believe India’s di¬ 
versity of these primi¬ 
tive spiders remains 
under-represented,” 

Dr. Das said. 

Live in burrows 

Talking about the new 
species, Dr. Das said 
that it comes under fa¬ 
mily Idiopidae repre¬ 
senting front-eyed trap¬ 
doors. Females live in 
tubular burrows with 
their walls lined by silk 
and have a cork-shape 
lid at the entrance used 
as a door. Males are 
smaller in size, wander¬ 
ing and occasionally 
living in burrows, par¬ 
ticularly during the 
breeding season. 

The research team 
has recently described 
the findings in the Jour¬ 
nal of Asia Pacific Bio¬ 
diversity. 
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The worst may be over 

The economy is showing positive signs though 
a turnaround is some distance away 

T he latest set of economic numbers released this 
week sends across mixed signals about the health 
of the economy. Core sector growth, which mea¬ 
sures the output of eight major infrastructure sectors of 
the economy, went into negative territory for the first 
time in over four years in August as five out of the eight 
sectors constituting the index shrank in size. Overall 
growth in these sectors dropped to -0.5% in August in 
contrast to the same month last year when core sector 
growth stood at a much stronger 4.7% and July this year 
when it was 2.7%. The coal sector witnessed the worst 
fall, contracting 8.7% year-over-year in August, while 
steel, fertilizer and refinery products saw positive 
growth. These dismal numbers suggest that the econo¬ 
my is still some distance away from posting a strong re¬ 
vival in growth and it may be too soon to predict a defi¬ 
nite turnaround. However, other high-frequency data 
on the economy suggest that the worst might be over. 
Vehicle registrations have witnessed a strong comeback 
in September as discounts ahead of the upcoming fes¬ 
tival season have managed to spur sales. Further, alth¬ 
ough car and tractor companies continue to witness a 
drop in sales compared to last year, their rate of con¬ 
traction has begun to slow down. A return to the sales 
levels witnessed last year, however, will require a stron¬ 
ger rebound in the overall economy. 

Other macroeconomic indicators that could poten¬ 
tially tie the hands of the government as it tries to tackle 
the slowdown have also shown signs of improvement. 
The government has limited its borrowing in the first 
half of the year to ^4.42 lakh crore, which is in line with 
its initial borrowing plan in order to achieve the fiscal 
deficit target of 3.3% for the year. The current account 
deficit at the end of the first quarter of the current fi¬ 
nancial year has narrowed to 2%, from 2.3% at the end 
of Q1 last year, thanks to higher service sector exports. 
The result of the various stimulus plans that have been 
announced by Finance Minister Nirmala Sitharaman 
over the last few weeks and the Reserve Bank of India’s 
spree of rate cuts beginning in February will be seen ov¬ 
er the next few months and quarters. It is doubtful, ho¬ 
wever, whether these reform measures, even if they 
manage to reverse the slowdown, will be enough to 
boost growth over the 8% mark anytime soon. The Eco¬ 
nomist Intelligence Unit, for instance, predicts GDP 
growth to be just over 5.2% this fiscal. The corporate tax 
cut last month was an important structural reform that 
could significantly boost animal spirits in the economy. 
More such reforms, however, will be needed to perma¬ 
nently lift India’s growth trajectory. 


Difficult compromise 

In Austria, the conservatives will have to seek 
common ground with political rivals 

S unday’s snap election has ensured the return of 
Sebastian Kurz of the conservative Austrian Peo¬ 
ple’s Party (OVP) as Austrian chancellor. The pre¬ 
vious government led by Mr. Kurz collapsed in May over 
a corruption scandal involving his coalition partner, the 
far-right Freedom Party (FPO). But the more important 
question is whether Vienna’s centre-right party is ready 
to jettison the xenophobic right in its bid to form a new 
government. The answer would depend on how Mr. 
Kurz, known to be ideologically flexible, plays his cards 
in the coming weeks. Foremost, an alliance between 
Austria’s two mainstream parties and the biggest in 
these elections, OVP and the Social Democratic party 
(SPO), is almost ruled out. Neither is any longer animat¬ 
ed by the idea of a grand coalition between them, no 
matter that circumstances warrant such pragmatism 
among centrist parties. That leaves Mr. Kurz the option 
to explore a three-way alliance among OVP and two 
smaller parties from Sunday’s polls - the Greens and 
the pro-business liberal NEOS. The Greens may have 
good reason to use the opening, given the chance it af¬ 
fords them to build on the popular support their coun¬ 
terparts gained from the European elections in May. 
Any positive movement in this regard cannot, however, 
be assumed given the fraught nature of such 
negotiations. 

Instructive is the case of the so-called Traffic Light 
coalition talks in 2017, among German social demo¬ 
crats, liberals and the Greens that dragged on for 
months before the current government was installed in 
Berlin. On the other hand, it would be awkward for Mr. 
Kurz to revisit the alliance with the anti-immigrant FPO, 
especially after the latter lost over a third of its 2017 vote 
share in Sunday’s poll. That tie-up broke down after re¬ 
velations that the former vice-chancellor and FPO lead¬ 
er had tried to hand control of a media house to a Rus¬ 
sian oligarch for campaign support. After its poor 
showing, one view is that it should sit in the opposition. 
Another view is that under a new leader, the FPO is well 
placed to return to negotiations with the conservatives. 
Crucial to a reading of this scenario is also Mr. Kurz’s 
past embrace of FPO’s Islamophobia, prior to the 2017 
elections. Given the fragmentation of the polity, coali¬ 
tion talks have been deadlocked for months in many 
European countries, warranting a second mandate 
even before the legislature met. Mr. Kurz may have to 
work with the FPO in order to break any impasse. He 
may well calculate that the far-right would be more 
pliant inside the government than in the opposition. In 
this fluid scenario, the best that can be expected of Mr. 
Kurz is an earnest attempt to find common ground 
among parties otherwise in competition. That is the re¬ 
cent lesson from Rome, where populists and the centre- 
left struck a difficult compromise. 


Recovering Gandhi’s religious vision 

It’s time to challenge the idea of religion as a monolith and follow Gandhi who encouraged multiple religious attachments

G andhi was suspicious of ma¬ 
ny things modern, includ¬ 
ing modern Hinduism: a 
new, 19th century religion, sharply 
demarcated from others, and a fit¬ 
ting rival of Islam and Christianity. 
Why? Because he viewed himself 
as a sanatani, an adherent of a way 
of life that started long, long ago 
but, unlike the ancient that is dead 
and gone, continues to live today. 

Ineradicable diversity 

Central to this seemingly everlast¬ 
ing Hindu imagination is its deep 
plurality, reflected in its accep¬ 
tance of the co-existence of three 
basic ethical forms: one depen¬ 
dent on multiple gods and god¬ 
desses, one on a single god, and 
one even entirely independent of 
god, gods and goddesses (truth¬ 
seeking). For Gandhi, this religio- 
philosophical plurality is the inev¬ 
itable and healthy destiny of hu¬ 
mankind. “There is endless varie¬ 
ty in all religions” and 
“interminable religious differenc¬ 
es,” he said. “Some go on a pil¬ 
grimage and bathe in the sacred 
river, others go to Mecca; some 
worship him in temples, others in 
mosques, some just bow their 
heads in reverence; some read the 
Vedas, others the Quran... some 
call themselves Hindus, others 
Muslims...” For Gandhi, there is 
not only diversity of religions but 
also diversity within them. “While 
I believe myself to be a Hindu, I 
know that I do not worship God in 
the same manner as any one or all 


of them.” 

Given the inescapability of deep 
religious diversity, he argued, “the 
need of the moment is not one re¬ 
ligion for the whole of human 
kind, but mutual respect, equal re¬ 
gard and tolerance of the devotees 
of different religions.” This moral- 
practical attitude of equal regard 
for all religions is entailed by an 
epistemic grasp of the deeper, 
more fundamental unity of all reli¬ 
gions. “The soul of religion is one, 
but encased in a multitude of 
forms. Wise men will ignore the 
outward crust and see the same 
soul living under a variety of 
crusts.” 

The basic reference of all reli¬ 
gions is the same: God or Truth. 
“All religions are true and all have 
some error in them and that whilst 
I hold by my own, I should hold 
others as dear as Hinduism and 
make no distinction between 
them.” 

Inclusive monotheism 

Gandhi’s inclusive (belief in one 
God that encompasses all gods) 
rather than exclusive (belief in on¬ 
ly one True God, while holding all 
others as false) monotheism flows 
directly from Indian ‘polytheistic’ 
traditions, a trait they share with 
other religious traditions of the an¬ 
cient world (Greek, Latin, Pre-Is- 
lamic Arab religions). The implicit 
theology of these religions allows 
for translation of gods. 

In virtually all cultures of classi¬ 
cal antiquity, each god performed 
a function based on his cosmic 
competence - gods of love, war, 
knowledge, or craftsmanship. 
Likewise, each god embodied an 
entity of potentially cosmic signifi¬ 
cance - gods of fire, rain, earth, 
time, sun, moon, sea or there were 
primal gods who create, destroy, 
preserve and so on. Virtually, ev¬ 



ery god or goddess in one culture 
could be related to gods and god¬ 
desses of another culture. For ex¬ 
ample, the goddess Parvati of one 
Indian regional culture is related 
to the goddess Durga of another 
region by viewing both as benign 
and fierce forms of one primal 
goddess, Devi. This way differenc¬ 
es - benign/fierce - continue to be 
viewed as irreducible and yet tran¬ 
slatable. This is a theology of re¬ 
cognition in which the gods and 
goddesses of each culture are re¬ 
cognised within the background of 
a common semantic universe. 

One feature of inclusive mo¬ 
notheism then is that “all worship 
the same God although under dif¬ 
ferent names”. Gandhi illustrates 
this by a striking verse from the 
Guru Granth Sahib in which Nanak 
says that God may be called by the 
name of Allah, Rahim or Ram. 
Such an ecumenical perspective 
permits multiple attachments. If 
different names refer to the same 
god, then why not embrace all? 

Two more things follow. First, 
“to revile one another’s religion, 
to make reckless statements, to ut¬ 
ter untruth, to break the heads of 
innocent men, to desecrate tem¬ 
ples or mosques is a denial of 
God.” Second, “it is wrong for 
anyone to say that his God is supe¬ 
rior to that of another’s. God is one 
and the same for all. At one level, 


there is a fundamental unity 
among all religions and precisely 
because of it they must be regard¬ 
ed as equal. If so, movements of 
conversion or purification are 
pointless. ‘The real Shuddhi move¬ 
ment consists in each one trying to 
arrive at perfection in his or her 
own faith.” In such a plan, a per¬ 
son’s character is the only test. 
“What is the use of crossing from 
one compartment to another, if it 
does not mean a moral 
enhancement?” 

Toleration and respect 

For Gandhi, respect and toleration 
were related, and virtually indis¬ 
tinguishable. This might appear 
strange. To ‘tolerate’, in the classi¬ 
cal 17th century meaning of the 
term, is to refrain from interfe¬ 
rence in the activities of others 
even though one finds them mo¬ 
rally repugnant and despite having 
the power to do so. Here one puts 
up with, even suffers the morally 
reprehensible activities of others. 
At best, the powerless other es¬ 
capes interference of the powerful 
because the latter shows mercy to¬ 
wards them. This is hate-based tol¬ 
eration -1 hate but still tolerate. 

Gandhi’s ‘toleration’ is diffe¬ 
rent. How? Parents often put up 
with the blemishes of their chil¬ 
dren which they would not suffer 
in others. We choose to overlook a 
fault in our spouse, lover, or close 
friend that we would not excuse in 
others. We might endure diffe¬ 
rences with fellow citizens be¬ 
cause we value fraternity. In short, 
we tolerate some disagreeable be¬ 
liefs and practices of persons or 
groups because we identify with 
many of their other beliefs and 
practices. In all such cases, we put 
up with dislikeable states of others 
even if we have some power to do 
something about them simply be¬ 


cause we have love or love-like 
feelings for them. Others are toler¬ 
ated not despite hate but rather 
because they are loved - I love, so 
I tolerate. This is Gandhi’s love- 
based toleration, entirely consis¬ 
tent with respect. 

Unlike the mainstream, hate- 
based conception of toleration 
that presupposes that oneness 
with significant others is achieved 
by abolishing the radical other, by 
eliminating plurality, for this se¬ 
cond, Gandhian conception, one¬ 
ness is attained by accepting all 
radical others as equally signifi¬ 
cant because they variously manif¬ 
est one supreme being. Thus, to 
tolerate is to refrain from interfer¬ 
ing in the life of others not despite 
our hatred for them, but because 
we love them as alternative manif¬ 
estations of our own selves or be¬ 
cause we deeply care for some 
basic norm common to all of us. 
We may not be able to be what 
they are, we may even dislike 
some of their beliefs and practices 
but we recognise that they are 
translations of our own selves or of 
god within each of us. This, Gand¬ 
hi believed, binds us together in a 
relationship of lasting affection. 

Gandhi’s religious vision en¬ 
couraged multiple attachments, 
multiple belongings, and multiple 
religious identities. Is it not time 
that we challenge the idea of reli¬ 
gion as an exclusive monolith, one 
for which the highest achievable 
social ideal is an opportunist, mo¬ 
rally dubious hate-based tolera¬ 
tion and recover the deep plural¬ 
ism and love-based toleration at 
the heart of Gandhi’s religious vi¬ 
sion? Indeed, as religious rivalry, 
conflict and violence intensify, can 
we afford not to?

What would Gandhi say about the Indian media? 

He would be delighted to see the rise of regional and social media and would be appalled by the spread of fake news

A s we celebrate Mahatma 
Gandhi’s 150th birth anni¬ 
versary, a thought experi¬ 
ment that could yield provocative 
insights would be to explore what 
Gandhi would say about different 
aspects of modern India. Since 
Gandhi was a journalist before he 
became a political revolutionary, I 
will conjecture how he would have 
responded to the state of the In¬ 
dian media today. 

Gandhi, the journalist 

Gandhi started as a journalist with 
the Vegetarian in England, before 
launching a weekly newspaper 
called Indian Opinion in South 
Africa. When he returned to India, 
he founded publications like Nava- 
jivan, Young India, and Harijan 
that became communication plat¬ 
forms for the freedom movement. 

Writing about the Satyagraha in 
South Africa, Gandhi highlighted 
the critical role of the media. He 
wrote: “I believe that a struggle 
which chiefly relies upon internal 
strength can be carried on without 
a newspaper, but it is also my ex¬ 
perience that we could not per¬ 
haps have educated the local In¬ 
dian community, nor kept Indians 
all over the world in touch with the 


course of events in South Africa in 
any other way, with the same ease 
and success as through Indian Opi¬ 
nion, which therefore was certain¬ 
ly a most useful and potent wea¬ 
pon in our struggle.” 

Believing strongly that journal¬ 
ism should be accessible and em¬ 
powering, Gandhi was an ardent 
supporter of the regional media. 
He published Indian Opinion in 
four languages: English, Gujarati, 
Hindi, and Tamil. He also inspired 
other journalists to write in region¬ 
al languages. On this front, he 
would have been happy to see that 
the regional media is flourishing in 
India today. 

Gandhi argued that “one of the 
objects of a newspaper is... to fear¬ 
lessly expose popular defects”. 
Thus, a vital role of the media is to 
speak truth to power and ensure 
accountability and transparency. 
However, today, he would find a 
media that has mostly acquiesced 
in a Prime Minister talcing no ques¬ 
tions at press conferences and 
generally eats out of his hand. He 
would have been appalled, for in¬ 
stance, by how the mainstream 
media avoided asking hard ques¬ 
tions on the economy during the 
2019 general election. When the 
Modi government rejected the Pe¬ 
riodic Labour Force Survey that 
showed record levels of unem¬ 
ployment, it was given a free pass. 
After the election, when it ack¬ 
nowledged that the data was in¬ 
deed valid, there was no outrage 
from the media on such an impor¬ 
tant issue. So, is the Indian media 



cowed down by epithets such as 
“presstitute” and “anti-national”? 
Or is concentrated ownership of 
Indian media houses by business¬ 
es that are afraid of attracting the 
government’s wrath affecting the 
editorial line? 

The Modi government is alrea¬ 
dy denying advertisements to 
some media houses. While Gandhi 
had no problems with big business 
(and garnered substantial support 
from them), he did decry a depen¬ 
dence on advertising. 

The Press Freedom Index, re¬ 
leased by Reporters Without Bor¬ 
ders in August 2019, ranked India 
140 out of 180 countries. The re¬ 
port highlighted how criminal pro¬ 
secution, especially sedition, is 
rampantly used to gag journalists. 
It also noted that “at least six In¬ 
dian journalists were killed in con¬ 
nection with their work in 2018”. 
The recent death anniversary of 
Gauri Lankesh is a chilling remin¬ 
der of the cost of standing up for 
truth in India. A strong critic of 
communal politics, who refused to 
sell ad space in her newspaper to 


protect its integrity, and wrote 
mostly in Kannada, Gauri was a 
journalist Gandhi would have 
been proud of. 

Gandhi was ready to face sedi¬ 
tion charges for his journalism. In 
1922, he pleaded guilty in order to 
expose the undemocratic nature 
of the sedition law, which he 
termed a “prince among the polit¬ 
ical sections... designed to sup¬ 
press the liberty of the citizen”. He 
would be astounded to see this 
British-era law being used against 
journalists and activists today too. 

In the era of fake news 

Gandhi emphasised that publica¬ 
tion of “false news is a crime 
against humanity... Young India 
will be stale when truth becomes 
stale.” He would have been 
shocked that doctored videos be¬ 
came the basis for demonising stu¬ 
dent leaders of Jawaharlal Nehru 
University. The infamous “tukde, 
tukde gang” label was propagated 
by TV anchors, who spun mali¬ 
cious and fictitious tales to whip 
up public frenzy. 

Further, Gandhi would have 
been disgusted by prime-time TV 
debates, which are sensationalist, 
jingoistic, partisan, exploitative of 
viewers, and prone to warmonger¬ 
ing. Given that journalists can 
choose what information to share 
and what aspects to emphasise or 
downplay, they are in a privileged 
position to influence thinking, be¬ 
haviour and attitudes. Gandhi 
would be saddened by the blatant 
misuse of this privilege. 


One development that would 
have thrilled Gandhi is the rise of 
social media platforms. He would 
see these as empowering technol¬ 
ogies that allow citizens to share 
their ideas and mobilise political¬ 
ly. He would have welcomed how 
the Internet has allowed indepen¬ 
dent, non-mainstream journalistic 
voices to fight on valiantly. 

However, the prevalence of fake 
news on social media would have 
deeply upset him. Gandhi would 
find it unbelievable that WhatsApp 
messages can trigger mobs to 
lynch people. He would have con¬ 
demned BJP President Amit Shah 
when he praised the fake news¬ 
spreading capacity of his party 
members. He would have been re¬ 
lieved that fact-checking sites have 
emerged to debunk fake news. 

Given Gandhi’s foray into Noak- 
hali in 1947, he would have tried 
his best to communicate with our 
fellow citizens of Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir and to lift the lid on what is ac¬ 
tually happening there. 

Gandhi said, “Freedom of the 
press is a precious privilege that 
no country can forgo.” At another 
time he stated: “It is my certain 
conviction that no man loses his 
freedom except through his own 
weakness”. One can only hope 
that the media heeds his words 
and reclaims the strength and in¬ 
dependence befitting the fourth 
pillar of our democracy.

For those who believe in the value of nonviolence, the Gandhian legacy is still a force

The 150th birth anniversary of Gandhi 
provides an opportunity to reflect once 
again on how nonviolence can contri¬ 
bute to the survival of our planet. In¬ 
deed, in these turbulent decades of un¬ 
certainty and mediocrity, at a time 
when we celebrate our rapidly chang¬ 
ing world without understanding it, 
prejudice, hatred, ignorance and strife 
continue to be our daily cups of tea. 




Deep divisions 

Despite impressive advances in science 
and technology and the growth of ma¬ 
terial wealth in the industrialised coun¬ 
tries, humanity continues to be afflict¬ 
ed with poverty, famine, malnutrition, 
and lack of education and health care. 
Differences in race, religion and nation¬ 
ality continue to contribute to many re¬ 
gional, national and international ten¬ 
sions. And many countries and nations 
that were beacons of democracy are 
now seeing a rise in populism, religious 
nationalism and sectarian rivalries. 

Undeniably, we live in a time of grave 
crisis and the need for nonviolent 
thought and behaviour is felt now more 
than ever before. But the central ques¬ 
tion is: how can Gandhi and his nonvio¬ 
lence contribute to a change in our 
mode of thinking and our style of liv¬ 
ing, in a world where power, money 
and celebrities are the new gods? This 
is what we have been asking on every 
anniversary of Gandhi’s birth since his 
assassination 71 years ago. 

Frankly speaking, Gandhi is a forgot¬ 
ten figure in our world, though he con¬ 
tinues, from time to time, to be part of 
our salon conversations. We do not 
need to look far to detect the drumbeat 
of conformity and complacency, ac¬ 
companied by the rise of populism and 
nationalism, in our world. We can hear 
it in our neighbourhoods, workplaces 
and even educational institutions. So, 
the question remains: is there a space 
for Gandhian moral courage and dis¬ 
senting criticism? On the one side, we 
notice the naive and rosy optimism of 
ashramic followers of Gandhi, and on 
the other, the cynical demagogy of par¬ 
ty politicians who post their pictures 
next to that of the Mahatma while de¬ 
nying people their basic rights. Hones¬ 
ty impels us to admit that Gandhism is 
neither a boutique of political charla¬ 
tans who, as Socrates says, want to 
“sleep on undisturbed for the rest of 
their lives”, nor simply an assemblage 


of fundamentally benevolent human 
beings who think of saving their con¬ 
science by being good Samaritans. On 
the contrary, what Gandhi teaches us is 
that nonviolence combines tender¬ 
heartedness with tough-mindedness. 
The true Gandhians who made history, 
such as Nelson Mandela, Martin Luther 
King, Jr., Abdul Ghaffar Khan and Va¬ 
clav Havel, were obstinate and stub¬ 
born humanists, who, like Gandhi him¬ 
self, were severe self-critics, while 
being ethical benchmarks for others. 

But the truth is that our world lacks 
Gandhian leaders. Populist leaders of 
today follow the masses uncritically or 
make the masses follow them simple- 
mindedly. The trouble with our centu¬ 
ry is that few politicians think and even 
fewer invite the people to examine 
their thinking experience on a daily ba¬ 
sis. In today’s world, leaders are ad¬ 
mired as citizens above citizens, like 
Bollywood actors, not because they 
think critically, but because they have 
the power to choose our destiny. 

This sums up neatly with the fact 
that a politician usually does not think, 
for the simple reason that he or she 
wants to remain unquestioned. Unsur¬ 
prisingly, we can find here a similarity 
between the masses and their political 
leaders. But this is quite far from what 
Gandhi teaches us in the art of politics. 
If Gandhi remains relevant, it is be¬ 
cause he adopted a distinctive method 
which was to define politics not as the 
conquest of power, but as the art of or¬ 
ganising society nonviolently. This is 
how he challenged classical ways of 
theorising and practising politics. 

At issue here is not only what Gandhi 
said and did, but the way he said and 
did it. This was a conscious attempt to 
think against the tradition that saw pol¬ 
itics as either a pure imitation of the 
West or a process of mirroring a reli¬ 
gious mode of thought. Gandhi looked 
at politics with eyes unclouded by eith¬ 
er nationalist prejudice or religious fa¬ 


naticism. In fact, the political promise 
of a democratic life, through legislation 
by the hands of theologians or party 
elites who considered people imma¬ 
ture of deciding, proved unsatisfactory 
and insufficient for Gandhi. 

Questioning and dissent 

Consequently, in order to understand 
Gandhi’s perspective on the art of polit¬ 
ics, one has to understand his Socratic 
approach of questioning and dissent. 
For Gandhi the quest for truth and jus¬ 
tice, which relentlessly questions and 
examines anew, was an act of thinking 
and living dangerously. Even his assas¬ 
sination is proof that he was a gadfly 
who dared to ask embarrassing ques¬ 
tions instead of flattering either the 
other political leaders or the masses. 
Therefore, the Socratic moment of 
Gandhi was his perpetual examination 
of convictions when everybody 
seemed to have been swept away by 
the euphoria of the masses. 

The fact that Gandhi believed that 
“there is no religion higher than truth” 
shows that he remained loyal to critical 
thinking and considered Hindu nation¬ 
alism and Muslim fundamentalism as 
the major threats for Indian democracy 
and the world. But what Gandhi saw as 
a danger for the future is now our pre¬ 
sent. Yet, Gandhi has not spoken his 
last word. For all those who believe in 
nonviolence, the Gandhian legacy of 
doubting, questioning and overcoming 
remains a force. What we can still learn 
from Gandhi is that if democracy re¬ 
mains a regime of questions and 
doubts, it should also be a community 
of hope that justifies the existence of 
gadflies, whose task is not to disappear 
at moments of despair, but to help the 
masses think and favour liberty amid 
the calamities that close in upon it.

A struggle against social orthodoxy 

How Gandhi’s visit to Vaikom paved the way for the triumph of the Satyagraha 



In the popular mind, the Vaikom Satya¬ 
graha, the struggle for the right of low¬ 
er castes to walk on the streets sur¬ 
rounding the Mahadeva temple at 
Vaikom in the princely state of Travan- 
core, is associated with Gandhi. While 
he was consulted at every stage of the 
Satyagraha, Gandhi neither led it nor 
participated in it. He visited Vaikom on¬ 
ly once during the 20-month-long 
struggle from 1924 to 1925. Gandhi’s 10- 
day visit was, however, a turning point, 
and led it to its ultimate triumph. 

Visit to Vaikom 

Gandhi arrived at Vaikom on March 9, 
1925 at 6 p.m. rather than at 4 p.m. as 
planned. The delay was caused by the 
boats that had gone to welcome him at 
Ernakulam jetty. Gandhi refused this 
ostentation, and would not start until it 
was withdrawn. In fact, throughout the 
struggle, Gandhi did everything to 
dampen the spirit of his supporters. 

Within an hour of Gandhi stepping 
on Vaikom’s soil events gathered pace. 
Even as a welcome address was being 
presented, Gandhi had received a re¬ 
gistered mail, on the dais, from the or¬ 
thodox Brahmins taking exception to 
his views on untouchability. It was a 
Monday, Gandhi’s day of silence, and 
therefore he proceeded quietly to the 
Satyagraha Ashram in Dr. M. Emperu- 
mal Naidu’s car. 

Over the next 10 days Gandhi con¬ 
sulted all parties. There were hectic 
parleys as he met Sri Narayana Guru, 
the Maharani Regent, the Diwan, the 
police commissioner, the satyagrahis, 
representatives of Ezhavas and Pu- 
layas, and the recalcitrant orthodox 
Brahmins. His secretary, a much youn¬ 
ger Mahadev Desai, could barely keep 
pace with his master. Rajaji came down 
with a fever. 

Preceding Gandhi’s visit, the Vaikom 
Satyagraha had seen many ups and 
downs. An initially aggressive Travan- 
core state administration later mel¬ 
lowed down. After being quiet in the 
beginning, the orthodox Brahmins had 
launched a counter agitation. The sa¬ 
tyagrahis had had to face physical at¬ 
tacks, armed processions, smearing of 
lime on their eyes, refusal of temple 
worship to upper caste supporters of 
the Satyagraha, and excommunication. 
While they were disheartened, popular 
support was at an all-time high. But 
when Gandhi arrived there was a polit¬ 



ical stalemate. A motion proposed in 
the Sree Moolam Popular Assembly in 
favour of unrestricted use of public 
roads around the Vaikom temple had 
just been defeated - by a single vote. 

The day after his arrival Gandhi met 
the orthodox Brahmins. The marathon 
meeting was held at Idanthuruthil De¬ 
van Neelakandan Namboothiri’s home. 
To this day, oral stories circulate about 
the meeting. According to one apocry¬ 
phal version, considering that Gandhi 
had crossed the seas and mingled with 
Ezhavas, he had to stand at the thresh¬ 
old of the Namboodiri home. While the 
orthodox were represented by about a 
dozen Brahmins, Gandhi’s son Ram- 
das, Rajaji and others were present 
along with some government officials 
as observers. That temple streets were 
out of bounds for lower castes was di¬ 
vine punishment for sins committed in 
past lives, the Brahmins contended. 
Who are you to inflict such punish¬ 
ment, asked Gandhi. He asserted that 
untouchability and unapproachability 
were alien to the Hindu religion. 

Three proposals 

In the end Gandhi made three propo¬ 
sals. The first was to hold a referendum 
among all adults in either Vaikom or in 
Travancore. The second was media¬ 
tion: one scholar from each side would 
put forth arguments and the Diwan 
would pronounce the verdict. If this 
proposal was accepted, Gandhi would 
nominate Madan Mohan Malaviya to re¬ 
present the satyagrahis. The third was 
that the orthodox should produce a 
scriptural text that authorised the prac¬ 
tice. Gandhi left it to the orthodox to 
choose. But somewhat shockingly, he 
further committed that the satyagrahis 
would be bound by any decision made, 
irrespective of its implications, while 
the orthodox were free to not accept 
the final decision. This seemingly de¬ 
fied logic. But convinced of the truth 
and justice of the Satyagraha, Gandhi 
was evidently exposing the unethical 
stance of the orthodox. The orthodox 
accepted the third proposal and pro¬ 
duced a text called Sankara Smriti in 
their defence. Gandhi doubted the 


authenticity of the text but promised to 
get back after consulting experts in the 
matter. Vallathol Narayana Menon con¬ 
firmed that it was not reliable. 

Gandhi next met the Maharani Re¬ 
gent at her Varkala camp on March 12. 
Even as she expressed her position in 
favour of opening all public roads, as 
head of state, the Maharani Regent said 
she had to heed public opinion. Gandhi 
was impressed by this stance. 

That same evening Gandhi met Sri 
Narayana Guru, the unrivalled leader 
of the Ezhavas, at Sivagiri. Gandhi won 
the guru’s endorsement for the Satya¬ 
graha, for the guru had just a little ear¬ 
lier refuted an interview given to K.M. 
Kesavan wherein he had stated his dis¬ 
agreement over abjuring violence. Evi¬ 
dently, Gandhi acquired clarity on the 
use of violence and non-violence from 
his discussion with the guru. Apart 
from a few such as Periyar, Rajaji and 
V.V.S. Aiyar, no outsiders or journalists 
were present at this meeting. 

From Sivagiri, Gandhi went to Thiru- 
vananthapuram where he met the mi¬ 
nor Maharaja Chithira Thirunal, the 
Queen Mother, and the Diwan. In bet¬ 
ween meetings Gandhi consulted Peri¬ 
yar, the leader of the Satyagraha then, 
who had joined him at Varkala. Gandhi 
also met the commissioner of police, 
the Devaswom commissioner, the dis¬ 
trict magistrate and peshkar, apart 
from journalists and religious leaders. 
He also visited Trissur, Palghat, Kollam, 
Alwaye, Nagercoil, and Kanniyakumari 
where he addressed many meetings. 

Gandhi’s visit led the Vaikom Satya¬ 
graha to its inevitable conclusion. 
Within the framework of Hinduism, he 
explained to the orthodox Brahmins 
the fairness of the Satyagraha. Even if 
he did not succeed in changing their 
hearts it became clear to them that 
they were on the wrong side of history. 
Gandhi brought to their attention that 
public opinion was not with them. Sri 
Narayana Guru’s endorsement of the 
Satyagraha following his meeting with 
Gandhi gave a fillip to Ezhava morale. 
The meeting with the Maharani Regent 
made clear her sympathies with the 
movement. The interaction with offi¬ 
cials blunted the state suppression of 
the Satyagraha. As an outcome of 
Gandhi’s visit, the Satyagraha, rather 
than being directed against the state, 
sharpened into a struggle against social 
orthodoxy. Though it was formally 
withdrawn only eight months later, 
Gandhi’s visit had achieved a resolu¬ 
tion that was long lasting without exa¬ 
cerbating social tensions.

Gandhi and the Gita 

Mahatma Gandhi put into practice teachings from 
the Gita in his own moral and political actions 


FAISA L DEVJI 

Gandhi often thought about the na¬ 
ture of moral and political action 
through his reading of the Bhagavad- 
Gita. For him Krishna’s advice to Ar- 
juna emphasised the superiority of 
duty over choice in defining such ac¬ 
tion. Arjuna’s horror at killing his 
friends, relations and preceptors in 
the army of his enemies, and his de¬ 
sire to flee the battlefield, were reject¬ 
ed by Krishna as futile. Krishna tells 
Arjuna that such a choice is superflu¬ 
ous, for whether he stays or goes the 
war will be fought. 

Gandhi argued that its futility 
apart, choice is also elitist because it 
is based on a knowledge that is un¬ 
equally distributed among indivi¬ 
duals, favouring the educated and 
privileged over others. Rather than 
choice, he based moral and political 
action on duty (dharma), not as so¬ 
mething generic but specific to each 
person given their circumstances 
(swadharma). One has to discover 
and do one’s duty rather than choose 
on the basis of a result which can nev¬ 
er be fully known. 

Doing one’s duty therefore meant 
focussing not on the ends so much as 
the means of moral and political ac¬ 
tion (nishkama karma). And this 
meant inhabiting the present in such 
a way as to make the future more 
open to goodness, something Gandhi 
described as attending upon the in¬ 
carnation of Vishnu. The present, he 
thought, was the true site of nonvio¬ 
lence and should not be sacrificed for 
an unpredictable future. 

Rights and duties 

Aside from choice, Gandhi also con¬ 
trasted duty with rights, which are at 
the heart of liberal societies. He 
claimed that since rights can always 
be taken away, they are not inaliena¬ 
ble and cannot define moral and pol¬ 
itical action. Duties, however, truly 
belong to individuals and can never 
be taken away. And while the prim¬ 
ary right is that to life, the most im¬ 
portant duty is the sacrifice of life in 
killing or dying. 



And yet Gandhi thought that this 
attention to death was more likely to 
protect life than rights could, for it 
was invariably the desire to guard 
and strengthen one’s own life that 
produced violence in the effort to re¬ 
duce and eliminate the lives of oth¬ 
ers. Non-violence was therefore 
linked to the duty of sacrifice and 
even death, since it was defined not 
by life but truth (satya) as the ulti¬ 
mate value. 

Evil depends upon goodness 

In Gandhi’s view, the Gita teaches us 
that even evil depends upon good¬ 
ness. After all, the evil army of Du- 
ryodhana could only hold together 
by virtues such as friendship, loyalty 
and courage as well as sacrifice 
among its soldiers. This was why it 
contained good people like Bhishma, 
Kama and Drona. By withdrawing 
goodness from evil, then, the latter 
would collapse of its own accord, 
which was what the Non-Coopera¬ 



tion Movement was meant to do. 

Goodness can be withdrawn from 
evil by the nonviolent warrior laying 
claim to virtues such as friendship, 
loyalty, courage and sacrifice in a 
more powerful way than his or her 
violent enemies can. By representing 
these virtues that no society can do 
without, the votaries of nonviolence 
were able to convert even their ene¬ 
mies. It was these teachings from the 
Gita that Gandhi put into practice in 
his own moral and political actions.

FIFTY YEARS AGO OCTOBER 2, 1969 

Ghaffar Khan gets big welcome 


A most affectionate welcome was given to 
Khan Abdul Ghaffar Khan by thousands of 
people at the airport when he arrived this 
morning [October 1, New Delhi] at 8-45 on 
his first visit to independent India. Cries of 
“Frontier Gandhi Zindabad” rent the air as 
he alighted from the plane. The Frontier 
Gandhi had reached Bombay from Kabul via 
Beirut by Air India at 5 a.m. and he was 
flown to Delhi by a special I.A.F. plane. 
Wearing a grey “salwar” (baggy pyjamas) 
and a “kurta” (flowing shirt) of coarse ho¬ 
mespun cloth and over it a cotton shawl, 
Ghaffar Khan acknowledged the greetings, 
thronged by Central Cabinet Ministers, 
members of Parliament and thousands of 
others. The Frontier Gandhi embraced ma¬ 
ny of his old friends and he was lustily 
cheered by the crowds which included a 
number of persons wearing red shirts. After 
a formal exchange of greetings, Ghaffar 
Khan was led to a specially erected platform 
from where he addressed briefly a gathering 
of more than 5,000.

Armenia.

In a 
decisive move aimed at send¬ 
ing out a message that the or¬ 
ganisation is supreme, the 
high command forced its 
choice on the Chief Minister 
and other city leaders on 
Tuesday. 

RSS man and two-time 
councillor from Jogupalya M.

Bengaluru’s 53rd Mayor 
while Bommanahalli coun¬ 
cillor C.R. Ramamohan Raju 
became his deputy. 

The election of the Mayor 
and Deputy Mayor on Tues¬ 
day was not devoid of dra¬ 


ma. The candidates for the 
top posts were not an¬ 
nounced by the BJP until the 
last minute, due to hectic 
lobbying by hopeful council¬ 
lors and city ML As. 

Eye on municipal polls 

Highly placed sources in the 
BJP said the party stood firm 
behind the candidature of 
Mr. Kumar. It is learnt that 
the party wanted to ensure 
that a candidate it endorsed 
occupied the post, given that 
the municipal polls are just a 
year away. That apart, the 
party was also keen on 


changing the power equa¬ 
tion in the capital. 

The election of Mr. Kumar 
is now seen as a setback to 
both Mr. Yediyurappa, who 
incidentally also holds the 
Bengaluru Development 
portfolio, and BJP leader R. 
Ashok, who is perceived as 
the face of the party in the ci¬ 
ty, sources said. 

The sources also said the 
BJP high command was keen 
on improving the party’s im¬ 
age in the city, which has 28 
Assembly constituencies - a 
maximum for any district in 
the State.

In a gruesome incident ex¬ 
posing deep-rooted gender 
discrimination and prefe¬ 
rence for sons, a 25-year-old 
youth allegedly killed his 
one-month-old daughter, his 
second girl child, by throw¬ 
ing her into a water sump in 
Regunta village of Charla 
mandal in the early hours of 
Tuesday. 

According to sources, the 
accused, identified as Surya- 
teja, an autorickshaw driver 
of Kathigudem, allegedly 
committed the murder due 
to his “obsessive preference 


for a son and aversion to the 
girl child.” He reportedly 
had a tiff with his wife Akhila 
over the phone a few days af¬ 
ter the latter gave birth to a 
girl last month. 

Thrown into sump 

He went to Akhila’s parents’ 
home in Regunta late on 
Monday and whisked away 
the baby while the mother 
was fast asleep. He allegedly 
threw the baby into the wa¬ 
ter sump behind the house. 
Ms. Akhila woke up early in 
the morning and found her 
baby missing. 

She, along with her moth¬ 


er, searched the premises 
frantically and found the bo¬ 
dy of the baby floating in the 
sump. 

As the news spread, a 
group of villagers tracked 
down Suryateja and 
thrashed him. 

Moved by the agony of Ak¬ 
hila, who sobbed inconsola¬ 
bly, the local women turned 
their ire on her husband. 
They sought exemplary pun¬ 
ishment for the accused to 
prevent recurrence of such 
“heinous crime.” 

The police examined the 
scene of offence and regis¬ 
tered a case.

A Division Bench of the Ker¬ 
ala High Court on Tuesday 
ordered that the vicars and 
priests of the Orthodox fac¬ 
tion can celebrate Mass at St.

The Bench headed by Jus¬ 
tice A.M. Shaffique also 
made it clear that all the 
church parishioners should 
be permitted to enter the 
church and its chapels and 
participate in the religious 
service, provided they do 
not create any law and order 
problem. 


The court also directed 
the Ernakulam District Col¬ 
lector, who has taken con¬ 
trol of the church and cha¬ 
pels following a High Court 
directive, to file a report 
about the chapels under the 
church and regarding the 
manner in which they were 
managed and the persons 
who controlled them. 

Police protection 

The court had last week per¬ 
mitted the vicars and priests 
of the Orthodox faction to 
hold a Mass last Sunday. 

When the case was taken 
up for hearing, counsel for 


the petitioners submitted 
that the Mass was held un¬ 
der police protection. 

Though a funeral ceremo¬ 
ny was also conducted, the 
Orthodox vicars and priest 
were not permitted to take 
the body to the church for 
conducting services. 

The court orally remind¬ 
ed the Jacobite faction’s 
counsel that as per the Su¬ 
preme Court order, all the 
property had to be under 
the control of the Orthodox 
faction. 

The Bench posted the pe¬ 
tition for further hearing on 
October 9.

They may be closely related to millennial-employees, but are a breed apart in 


many ways

D o you know why the 
future often creeps up 
on us? And why we 
may actually be unprepared 
for it despite having our eyes 
peeled for it? Because, we 
may rely unduly on the cer¬ 
tainties of the past to predict 
the future. 

While trying to understand 
centennials - or post-millen- 
nials, as they are called - we 
may be unwittingly commit¬ 
ting that error. 

“Sometimes, the latest gen¬ 
eration is the key to under¬ 
standing the next generation. 
That is the closest you can 
get. However, typecasting 
centennials along with mil- 
lennials can throw us more 
challenges than we ask for,” 
says Kamal Karanth, co-foun¬ 
der, Xpheno, a specialist staff¬ 
ing organisation. 

There are striking similari¬ 
ties between the two genera¬ 
tions, but they aren’t the 
same, and it is necessary to 
know the difference to be able 
to keep centennial-employees 
engaged. 

So, where do we begin? 
The future is best under¬ 
stood where it is unfolding. 
The discovery is made in a 
blurred region marked by 
shades of the immediate pre¬ 
sent and the approaching fu¬ 
ture. The centennial genera¬ 
tion is generally understood 
to have its starting point in 
the mid-1990s, and the jury is 
still out on what is outer limit. 
So, observing employees 
born from the mid- to late-ni- 
neties may offer some in¬ 
sights into what can be ex¬ 
pected of this generation. 

Demographic dividend 



“We don’t have too many 
data points yet to draw up a 
picture of the quintessential 
post-millennial employee,” 
says Karanth. There is howev¬ 
er a hazy picture, and leaders 
should start looking at it to 
understand what it takes to 
lead, with a host of centen¬ 
nials under their watch. 

“India is currently going 
through a demographic divi¬ 
dend, and those aged 25 and 
less are a sizeable section of 
the population, and so the 
corporate world has to invest¬ 
ed in understanding what 
make the centennial-em¬ 
ployee tick,” says Naresh Pu- 
rushotham, chief mentor and 
co-founder, Crestcom India. 

Flat structures 

“Centennials would really 
want to work in flat struc¬ 
tures. Millennial respected 
hierarchy. Centennials may 
not share their respect for 
hierarchy,” says Karanth. 

“Centennial-employees 
were born into a highly liber¬ 
alised economy, and there¬ 
fore don’t carry the baggage 
of hierarchy,” says Naresh. 

The hold of hierarchy on 
this generation is bound to 
weaker. When the centennial 
generation would have dug its 
feet in, the gig economy 
would have become well-en¬ 
trenched. There would be 
fewer rigid structures. There 
would be as many workers - 
if not more - working on pro¬ 
ject-based contracts as would 
be those on the pay-roll. Even 
among regular employees, 
the tenures will be shorter. 

“A manager would do well 
to function as if every em¬ 
ployee of theirs is going to 
leave, and figure out what 
they would do in such that 



scenario. With centennials, 
such picturing is a necessity. 
When a manager functions on 
the basis of this idea, the dy¬ 
namics of employee engage¬ 
ment changes. It becomes an 
everyday matter. Work is re¬ 
cognised as and when it hap¬ 
pens. Centennials will look 
for instant gratification - it 
makes sense, as they may not 
have plans to hang around for 
titles. So, the employee en¬ 
gagement is not the result of a 
promised incentive, promo¬ 
tion or an overseas assign¬ 
ment in the future, but every¬ 
day recognition” says 
Karanth. 

Question of learning 

On the question of learning- 
and-development pro¬ 
grammes at the workplace,, 
says that centennials are 
more visual than millennials, 
and they expectations from 
L&D programmes are diffe¬ 
rent. 

“For many of them, their 
first view of the Internet was 
through their mobile phones. 
You can’t put them in a class¬ 
room. You have to give them a 
choice of how they want to 
learn and who they want to 
learn from. And they want to 
learn things that will benefit 
them today,” says Naresh. 
Centennials will be more in¬ 
dependent-minded than mil¬ 
lennials, because of the na¬ 
ture of the economy they will 
be working in. 

“You can expect them to 
take more sabbaticals from 
work to purse other inter¬ 
ests,” says Sharon S. Rajku- 
mar, general manager and 
happiness evangelist at Hap¬ 
piest Minds Technologies. 

“Their career is happening 
in the middle of their perso¬ 



nal life, and not the other way 
round. You have to give them 
a gig, and not a career,” says 
Karanth. 

Greater flexibility 

Flexibility is the name of the 
game. It may sometimes 
mean that line-managers, es¬ 
pecially Gen Xers and those 
going further back in time, 
unlearn cherished and even 
justified notions of working. 

Customised solutions 

“Work-from-home and flexi¬ 
ble-work policies will get 
more employee-friendly. Be¬ 
sides, such policies will have 
regional tweaks, as the future 
workforces will be more dis¬ 
tributed than ever before. So, 
wherever possible, work 
hours will have to be framed 
based on traffic and local fac¬ 
tors in a given place,” says 
Sharon. 

Karanth explains, “Some¬ 
time ago, a prospective cen¬ 
tennial candidate came to us, 
and the first question was if 
there would be a five-day 
work week. Ten years ago, I 
would not have recruited so¬ 
meone who put that question 
to me. In these times, that is 
an expected question.” 

A new space 

However, along the line, there 
may be certain hard pills to 
swallow. 

“One of the things with 
centennials is that they are 
comfortable with the idea of 
making mistakes while being 
experimentative - a manager 
has to give them that space,” 
says Karanth. Line managers 
have to be bear in mind that it 
is a do-it-yourself generation 
that has figured out most 
things via online tutorials.

Fadnavis must face trial 
over poll papers: SC 


The court interpreted Sec¬ 
tion 33-A of the 1951 Act to 
hold that ‘information’ to be 
disclosed by a candidate in¬ 
cludes cases of which a 
court has already taken 
cognisance. 

It held that the election 
affidavit under Form 26 of 
the Conduct of Election 
Rules of 1961, submitted to 
the poll officer along with 
the nomination papers, 
should detail not only cases 
in which charges had been 
filed but also those which 
had been taken cognisance 
of. 

“There is no element of 
doubt that, subsequent to 
the substitution of Form 26 
in 2012, the new Form 26 (as 
in vogue at the time of the 
elections in 2014), mandates 
the disclosure of informa¬ 
tion by the contesting candi¬ 


date of not only case(s) in 
which charges have been 
framed but also case(s) in 
which cognisance has been 
taken by the court,” the 
judgment said. 

Chief Justice Gogoi, writ¬ 
ing for the Bench, observed 
that a bare perusal of 
Form-26 “mandates disclo¬ 
sure of information by the 
contesting candidate re¬ 
garding cases that are pend¬ 
ing against him in which 
cognisance has been taken 
by the court.” 

Criminal complaint 

Trouble began for Mr. Fad¬ 
navis when Mr. Ukay filed a 
criminal complaint before 
the Judicial Magistrate First 
Class, Nagpur, for registra¬ 
tion of a case against him 
under Section 125-A of the 
1951 Act. 


No curbs thrust on 
Kashmiris: Centre 


The Solicitor General, who 
has filed an affidavit in Ms. 
Bhasin’s petition, said over 
16 lakh people have had ac¬ 
cess to outpatient services 
in government hospitals in 
J&K since August 5. 

There have been over 
15,000 major surgeries and 
65,000 minor surgeries. 
The government even had 
the statistics on the number 
of dental visits, which was 
over 95000 after August 5. 

But Ms. Arora was not 
convinced by the figures. 
For one, she reasoned, they 
were not shared with the pe¬ 
titioner for independent 
verification. 

Secondly, there was noth¬ 
ing to compare these statis¬ 
tics of the government with. 
“What were the numbers 
before August 5? We don't 
know,” she said. 

This was the first hearing 
held by the Justice Ramana 
Bench, which also compris¬ 
es Justice R. Subhash Reddy, 
on the several petitions filed 


from across the spectrum 
against the lockdown and 
lack of access to basic facili¬ 
ties. 

In an affidavit, the J&K go¬ 
vernment justified the ‘tem¬ 
porary restrictions’ and 
claimed they had prevented 
loss of life. 

In a separate affidavit, the 
Union Ministry of Home Af¬ 
fairs fully endorsed the J&K 
affidavit and said the Centre 
is “committed to making ev¬ 
ery endeavour to ensure 
that the region returns to a 
state of normalcy as expedi¬ 
tiously as possible, consis¬ 
tent with the requirements 
of national security and 
maintenance of peace and 
order.” 

On September 30, anoth¬ 
er three-judge Bench led by 
Chief Justice of India (CJI) 
Ranjan Gogoi suddenly de¬ 
cided to shift the petitions to 
this “Kashmir Bench.” The 
CJI cited paucity of time due 
to the marathon Ayodhya 
appeals hearings. 


GST collections fall to 
a record low in Sept. 


The revenue during Septem¬ 
ber 2019 is 2.67% lower than 
what was collected in the 
same month of the previous 
year. “During April-Septem- 
ber, 2019 vis-a-vis 2018, the 
domestic component has 
grown by 7.82% while the 
GST on imports has shown 
negative growth and the to¬ 
tal collection has grown by 
4.9%,” the release added. 

“For the last couple of 
months, a drop in State GST 


collections has been shar¬ 
per than for central GST 
(CGST), reasons for which 
need to be analysed in de¬ 
tail,” Pratik Jain, partner & 
leader, indirect tax, PwC In¬ 
dia, said. 

“The lower collections 
seem to be due to the lower 
GDP growth numbers as 
GST is immediately impact¬ 
ed by decline in economic 
activity,” M.S. Mani, partner 
at Deloitte India, said. 


SC recalls verdict diluting 
SC/ST anti-atrocities law 


The caste of a person can¬ 
not be a cause for lodging a 
false report. Justice Mishra, 
who wrote the verdict, 
observed. 

Members of the Sche¬ 


duled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes, due to backward¬ 
ness, cannot even muster 
the courage to lodge an FIR, 
much less, a false one, the 
judgment noted.

In case of delay, a passen¬ 
ger will need to fill up a 
claim form with the insu¬ 
rance company in the link 
provided online or file a 
claim on its toll-free num¬ 
ber.

The Opposition Congress 
and Nationalist Congress 
Party (NCP) on Tuesday de¬ 
manded the resignation of 
Chief Minister Devendra 
Fadnavis after the Supreme 
Court set aside the Bombay 
High Court order that gave 
him a clean chit in a case of 
not disclosing criminal mat¬ 
ters in a 2014 poll affidavit. 

The NCP’s chief spokes¬ 
person and Mumbai unit 
president Nawab Malik said 
that Mr. Fadnavis had no 
right to contest elections, 
which are scheduled to be 
held on October 21. 

Clean chit 

A Supreme Court Bench 
headed by Chief Justice Ran¬ 
jan Gogoi on Tuesday set 
aside the Bombay High 
Court order, which had gi¬ 
ven a clean chit to Mr. Fadna¬ 
vis and had held that he did 
not deserve to be tried for 


the alleged offences under 
the Representation of the Pe¬ 
ople Act. 

The apex court’s order 
came on an appeal of Nag¬ 
pur-based advocate Satish 
Ukey against the High Court 
verdict. 

The petitioner had alleged 
that Mr. Fadnavis, in his elec¬ 
tion affidavit filed in 2014, 
failed to disclose the pen¬ 
dency of two criminal cases 


against him. 

‘Welcome decision’ 

“We welcome this decision. 
This proves the Chief Minis¬ 
ter doesn’t obey rules. Now, 
he has no moral right left to 
remain in politics. He should 
resign immediately and re¬ 
nounce political life. He has 
no right to contest the elec¬ 
tion,” Mr. Malik said. 

Mumbai Congress presi¬ 


dent Eknath Gaikwad too de¬ 
manded the resignation of 
Mr. Fadnavis. 

“The police should take 
action as per court’s direc¬ 
tives. The CM is the head of 
the State and Mr. Fadnavis 
remaining on this post 
would hamper police ac¬ 
tion,” he said. 

CMO reply 

The Chief Minister’s Office, 
however, in a statement said 
that it was wrong and con¬ 
temptuous to say the Su¬ 
preme Court had allowed his 
prosecution in the case. 

The apex court’s judge¬ 
ment had no bearing on him 
to continue as a public repre¬ 
sentative or to contest the 
next election, said the state¬ 
ment. 

The office claimed that in 
both the cases in question, 
the Chief Minister was acting 
in public interest and no 
private interest was in¬ 
volved. 


Aditya Thackeray’s entry marks a change 

He becomes the first Thackeray in three generations to fight a direct election

On Monday evening, Aditya 
Thackeray, 29, Shiv Sena 
youth wing leader and son of 
party president Uddhav 
Thackeray, announced his 
intention to enter the poll 
fray in Maharashtra from the 
Worli Assembly constituen¬ 
cy. 

With that, he became the 
first Thackeray in three gen¬ 
erations to fight a direct elec¬ 
tion, a move that reflects the 
changes within the party in 
the years following the death 
of its founder and supremo, 
Balasaheb Thackeray. 

Mr. Aditya Thackeray’s 
move comes at a time when 
the party has reconciled to 
playing the junior partner in 
the National Democratic Al¬ 
liance in the State, after 
years of playing big brother. 

The Sena, after first sulk¬ 
ing and breaking off the al¬ 
liance with the BJP in 2014, 
has blown hot and cold at its 
partner, albeit kept the al¬ 
liance afloat and shared the 
spoils of power. 

The young Thackeray’s 
decision to contest elections, 
comes under the rubric of

such pragmatic ideas. 

Since Balasaheb Thacke¬ 
ray’s death in 2012, the Sena 
has been under the leader¬ 
ship of Mr. Uddhav Thacke¬ 
ray, who unlike his charis¬ 
matic father has not 
developed a line of organic 
mass leadership in the party, 
like Chhagan Bhujbhal, Na- 
rayan Rane and Bhaskar 
Jadhav. 

Dawn of Modi era 

The shrinking of the Sena 
against the BJP has been a 
trend since the dawn of the 
Narendra Modi era in the 
BJP. In such a situation, not 
only has there been pressure 


from the outside to cede 
space but also changed the 
way leadership within the 
party could seek legitimacy. 

In the absence of a strong 
dominating charismatic 
leader, legitimacy of leader¬ 
ship could be sought from 
electoral victory, participat¬ 
ing in government and set¬ 
ting up a patronage network 
that could circumvent tight 
control over the party 
apparatus. 

The “remote control” go¬ 
vernment that Balasaheb 
Thackeray ran between 
1995-1999 in the State also 
had its share of problems 
with a change in chief minis¬ 
ter, from Manohar Joshi to 
Narayan Rane being effected 
midway as it was felt that the 
former was not toeing the 
line as strictly as senior 
Thackeray would have 
wished. 

This is also an important 
factor in Mr. Aditya Thacke¬ 
ray’s decision to contest 
polls, that you may press the 
buttons of the remote con¬ 
trol but the commands may 
not be carried out. 

The choice of Worli is also 
interesting. 


According to Dhaval Kul- 
karni, author of the well re¬ 
garded book The Cousins 
Thackeray: Uddhav, Raj and 
the Shadow of their Senas, 
parts of the constituency al¬ 
so saw the birth of the role of 
North Indians in Mumbai 
politics. 

“In 1951, Pandit Bhagirath 
Jha of the Socialist Party be¬ 
came the first North Indian 
MLA in the erstwhile Bom¬ 
bay Legislative Assembly. He 
was elected from the Chinch- 
pokli-Lower Parel-Love 
Grove constituency, parts of 
which are now in the Worli 
constituency,” said Mr. Kul- 
karni. 

The current constituency 
has BDD chawls, slums and 
an equal number of Marathi 
and non-Marathi speaking 
voters, apart from the glitter 
of the Worli sea face. “It re¬ 
flects the changes in theSena 
too,” he added. 

Mr. Aditya Thackeray’s 
entry into electoral politics 
is, therefore, not just anoth¬ 
er “son-rise” in the dynasty 
rife world of Indian politics, 
but a fundamental change in 
one of India’s oldest nativist 
parties.

Allaying fears over a Nation¬ 
al Register of Citizens [NRC] 
in West Bengal, Union 
Home Minister and Bharati¬ 
ya Janata Party [BJP] presi¬ 
dent Amit Shah on Tuesday 
urged his party workers to 
visit every household and 
assure families that Hindus 
and other religious minority 
refugees will not have to 
leave the country. 

“I want to tell you, and as¬ 
sure you that the BJP go¬ 
vernment will bring the CAB 
(Citizenship Amendment 
Bill, 2016) before NRC,” Mr. 
Shah told a BJP seminar 
here on NRC. 

He accused Chief Minis¬ 
ter Mamata Banerjee of 
“misleading the people of 
the State on the issue of 
NRC.” 

CAB first 

During the last Lok Sabha 
elections, in early April, Mr. 
Shah made similar argu¬ 
ments saying, “CAB will be 
passed first to give citizen¬ 
ship to the refugees and 
then NRC will be intro¬ 
duced.” 

Mr. Shah, who is on his 
first visit to the State after 
the Lok Sabha polls, said his 
party’s stand is clear that 
“not a single religious mi¬ 
nority will be forced to leave 
the country while no infil¬ 
trator will be allowed to stay 
here.” 

“Mamata Didi says that in

case there is an NRC lakhs of 
Hindu refugees will have to 
go away from Bengal. There 
cannot be a bigger lie,” he 
said. The Home Minister 
gave an assurance that not a 
single refugee - Hindu, 
Sikh, Buddhist, or Jain, will 
be forced by the govern¬ 
ment to leave the country. 

Voting rights 

The BJP president said every 
“minority refugee” will have 
voting rights and right to be¬ 
come the Prime Minister of 
the country. 

“No refugee will have to 
leave the country and no in¬ 
filtrator will be allowed to 
stay - these are two settled 
facts,” Mr. Shah said, adding 
that “no country can pro¬ 
gress by bearing the burden 
of crores of infiltrators.” 

The Trinamool Congress 
slammed Mr. Shah’s speech 
as being on “divisive lines 
and unconstitutional.” Fi¬ 
nance Minister Amit Mitra 
said “17 people have com¬ 
mitted suicide” due to NRC.

The Rashtriya Swayamsevak 
Sangh (RSS) had no ideo¬ 
logues, and everything in its 
thinking apart from India 
being a “Hindu rashtra” 
could change, the organisa¬ 
tion’s chief, Mohan Bhag¬ 
wat, said here on Tuesday. 

At the launch of the book 
The RSS: Roadmaps for the 
21st Century by Sunil Ambe- 
kar, the organising national 
secretary of the RSS student 
wing, the Akhil Bharatiya Vi- 
dyarthi Parishad (ABVP), 
Mr. Bhagwat said no one 
book gives an understand¬ 
ing of the RSS, “including 
Bunch of Thoughts written 
by RSS’ second chief or sar- 
sangchalak M.S. Golwalkar. 

Mr. Bhagwat said for 
some aspects about the RSS, 
“there are no words in fo¬ 
reign languages. Forcibly, 
words are used, like ideolo¬ 
gy” 

‘Life’s truth’ 

He said there was no ideolo¬ 
gy, apart from one that had 
emerged after deliberations 
over years by understand¬ 
ing life’s experiences and 
“life’s truth.” 

“It is not possible to shut 
ourselves in rigid thinking. 
That is why ‘Sangh’s 
thoughts’ are not an ideolo¬ 
gy. Balasahab [third chief of 
RSS Madhukar Dattatraya 
Deoras] said that India is a 
Hindu nation. Apart from

that everything can change 
in the sangh.” 

‘Can be discussed’ 

The Hindu had recently re¬ 
ported that the RSS could be 
softening its stand on the is¬ 
sue of gay marriage, with 
Mr. Ambekar writing in his 
book that the matter could 
be discussed in the future. 

While not naming the 
LGBT community, Mr. Bhag¬ 
wat said there had been re¬ 
cent discussion on some is¬ 
sues raised by the book. 

“There is space for them 
in society. Now we haven’t 
had much discussion on 
this. There is no description 
of this in the Vedas. If we 
look at this sensibly and 
with compassion, a solution 
to this can be found easily. 
In our tradition, there is no 
need for dispute for eve¬ 
rything. We don’t have de¬ 
bates. We have both for and 
against, out of which we 
find a consensus,” he said.

Weeks after Uttar Pradesh 
Chief Minister Yogi Aditya¬ 
nath suggested a National 
Register For Citizens-type 
drive in the State, the police 
have been asked to identify 
Bangladeshis and other fo¬ 
reign nationals “living ille¬ 
gally” in the State so that 
they can be deported. 

The move was important 
from the point of “internal 
security” in the State, DGP 
O.P. Singh said in a circular 
issued to all district police 
chiefs. Its directions should 
be taken with “all serious¬ 
ness,” he said. 

The circular, dated Sep¬ 
tember 30, begins by stating 
that over the years it was 
found that Bangladeshis 
were living illegally in some 
districts and some of them 
had even gone 
“underground.” 

Identify locations 

The police have been asked 
to identify locations such as 
city outskirts, railway sta¬ 
tions, bus stations and “new 
busties” where “such Ban¬ 
gladeshis and other foreign 
nationals take shelter” and 
carry out their verification 
under videography. 

Mr. Singh, however, on 
Tuesday clarified the drive 
“has nothing to do with” the 
NRC. 

Bangladeshis and foreign¬ 


ers who have been living in 
the State illegally would be 
identified and their docu¬ 
ments verified, he told an 
agency. 

Those whose documents 
were found to be false would 
be deported. 

“Such verification drives 
have been done in a periodic 
manner in the past as well 
and the process will conti¬ 
nue in the future too,” the 
Uttar Pradesh DGP head¬ 
quarters said. 

‘Fake documents’ 

The police have also been di¬ 
rected to cancel on a “prior¬ 
ity” basis the “fake docu¬ 
ments” allegedly procured 
by Bangladeshis and other 
foreigners to avail citizen¬ 
ship of India and documents 
such as ration card, voter 
card, driving licence, arms 
licence, passport, and Aad- 


haar card. 

Action would be taken 
against the intermediaries 
and government officials 
who helped these people 
avail these documents. 

Obtain fingerprints 

Police have also been direct¬ 
ed to obtain the fingerprint 
of Bangladeshis and other 
foreigners following which a 
district-wise computerised 
database would be main¬ 
tained. 

Owners and managers of 
various businesses and con¬ 
struction agencies have 
been asked to keep the iden¬ 
tity proof of all the labourers 
who work under them. 

In September, while prais¬ 
ing the implementation of 
the NRC in Assam, Mr. Adi¬ 
tyanath said a similar drive 
could be launched in his 
State if necessary.

Another private lender 
RBL Bank’s shares fell 8.7% 
on Tuesday, while Indu- 
slnd Bank stock went down 
by 6.3%. Troubled mort¬ 
gage financier Dewan 
Housing Finance’s stock 
declined 20%. 

Private banks’ shares al¬ 
so took a beating due to 
concerns over exposure to 
the non-banking financial 
sector. The Sensex closed

Did Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi endorse U.S. President 
Donald Trump’s 2020 re- 
election bid in his Houston 
speech on September 22? 
Did he wade into the domes¬ 
tic politics of the U.S.? These 
questions have resurfaced af¬ 
ter External Affairs Minister 
S. Jaishankar rebuffed sug¬ 
gestions that he did both, 
during an interaction with 
Indian journalists in Wash¬ 
ington DC. 

Answer to the first ques¬ 
tion is ‘No’ and the Minister 
is right on that. Answer to 
the second is “Yes’, and the 
Minister is wrong on that. 
Here is why. 

“My recollection of what 
the Prime Minister said was 
that candidate Trump had 
used this ( Ab ki baar Trump

sarkar). So the PM is talking 
about the past,” said Mr. 
Jaishankar, denying the alle¬ 
gation that the PM was cam¬ 
paigning for Mr. Trump. 

What did Mr. Modi say? 
“The words of candidate 
Trump, Ab ki baar Trump 
sarkar, rang loud and clear. 
And his celebration of Dee-

pavali in the House - White 
House - lit up millions of fac¬ 
es with joy and apprecia¬ 
tion,” he had said. 

Ab ki baar Modi sarkar 
was Mr. Modi’s 2014 cam¬ 
paign slogan that a Hindutva 


group in the U.S. had repur¬ 
posed for Mr. Trump, who 
made a short campaign ad 
with himself uttering the 
Hindi slogan. So, in an 
oblique way, Mr. Modi was 
claiming some credit for Mr. 
Trump’s victory in 2016 and 
not endorsing his 2020 can¬ 
didacy. 

Mr. Jaishankar is right in 
saying that media reporting, 
and the response of the Op¬ 
position, largely misinter¬ 
preted Mr. Modi’s comment. 

Whether or not Mr. Modi’s 
speech and the rally amount¬ 
ed to involvement in U.S. pol¬ 
itics is a question that re¬ 
quires some explanation, 
but the answer can only be 
in the affirmative. 

“We have a very nonparti¬ 
san (approach to domestic 
U.S. politics). So, our sort of 
approach to whatever hap¬ 


pens in this country is their 
politics, not our politics,” Mr. 
Jaishankar said. But that is 
not how Houston continues 
to play out. Mr. Modi’s ex¬ 
pansive diaspora politics 
draws from Hindutva that 
sees Hindus as a trans-bor¬ 
der civilisational community 
with Bharat as its “natural 
home”. Diaspora mobilisa¬ 
tion in a manner not intimi¬ 
dating to others in a mul¬ 
tiethnic foreign country is 
one thing; loud and boister¬ 
ous desi rallies that brazenly 
seek to bend American polit¬ 
icians in a particular way is 
another. The first is soft pow¬ 
er; the second is a menace. 

This amounts to Mr. Mo¬ 
di’s diaspora politics trying 
to tilt the scale in favour of 
Mr. Trump and against the 
Democrats. And this will 
have repercussions.

Mr. Goyal has just re¬ 
turned from the U.S. where, 
despite several conversa¬ 
tions with the USTR Robert 
Lighthizer, the two sides 
were not able to forge a 
breakthrough in talks. An ex¬ 
pected announcement after 
talks between U.S. President 
Donald Trump and Mr. Modi 


of some agreements, includ¬ 
ing rollback of tariffs, import 
duties on Information and 
Communication Technology 
(ICT), removal of price caps 
on medical equipment like 
knee implants, etc. was put 
off. Since then, officials say 
while the trade talks conti¬ 
nued, no announcement 
could be made during PM 
Modi’s visit, or Mr. Goyal’s vi¬ 
sit last week. 

At a session titled “Trad¬ 
ing against the Tide” at the 


World Economic Forum’s In¬ 
dia summit on Thursday, Mr. 
Ross is expected to speak 
about the broader issues ov¬ 
er the U.S.’s decision to re¬ 
voke India’s GSP special ex¬ 
port status, as well as the 
impact of the US-China trade 
war on regional markets. 

Known for his plain- 
speaking, Mr. Ross has been 
particularly critical of what 
he calls “India’s discrimina¬ 
tory practices” and “signifi¬ 
cant market access barriers.”

No major Muslim

The BJP on Tuesday said 
that no major Muslim coun¬ 
try came out in support of 
Pakistan after the Modi go¬ 
vernment ended the special 
status accorded to Jammu 
and Kashmir under Article

He was answering ques¬ 
tions on Pakistan Prime Mi¬ 
nister Imran Khan’s visit to 
the U.S. The press confe¬ 
rence was called to speak 
about the BJP’s month-long 
exercise to seek people’s 
support on the decision to 
dilute Article 370. 

“No major Muslim coun¬ 
try, including many of Pakis¬ 
tan’s old associates, is with 
the country [Pakistan].

Ahead of inspecting a grand 
military parade on Tuesday 
to mark the 70 th anniversary 
of the formation of the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic of China 
(PRC), Chinese President Xi 
Jinping reaffirmed that China 
would achieve its peaceful 
rise, steered by the Commu¬ 
nist Party, the People’s Liber¬ 
ation Army (PLA) and unity 
of its people, based on the 
‘One-China’ principle. 

In a short, but powerful 
eight minute-speech deli¬ 
vered at Tiananmen Square, 
reinforcing the PRC’s red 
roots, the Chinese President 
was unambiguous in declar¬ 
ing that China was now pre¬ 
pared to “struggle” to 
achieve its two centenary 
goals - ridding China of po¬ 
verty by 2021 and emergence 
as an advanced socialist na¬ 
tion by 2049. 

“No force can shake the 
status of our great country, 
no force can stop the Chi¬ 
nese people and the Chinese 
nation from marching for¬ 
ward,” Mr. Xi said. 

During his back-to-the 
roots address, delivered in 
the teeth of a trade war with 
the U.S. and a serious unrest 
in Hong Kong, the President 
stood out for being the only 
one on the inspection ros-

During Tuesday’s parade, 
China appeared to highlight 
that the digital gap between 
Beijing and Washington was 
narrowing, by displaying in¬ 
digenously developed “intel¬ 
ligent” weapon systems, lev¬ 
eraging the advances in 
quantum computing, Artifi¬ 
cial Intelligence and big data. 

For the first time, Beijing 
displayed the HSU 001 sys¬ 
tem, which had the appea¬ 
rance of an underwater 
drone. 

In a clear message to the 
United States and Taiwan, 
the PLA rolled out the road- 
mobile DF-41 intercontinen¬ 
tal ballistic missile, capable 
of targeting any part of the 
globe with its multiple 
warheads. 

Besides, the Chinese un¬ 
veiled their highly potent 
DF-17 ballistic missile.

While presiding over a gran¬ 
diose military parade at the 
Tiananmen Square in Beij¬ 
ing on Tuesday marking the 
70 th anniversary of the Com¬ 
munist revolution, Chinese 
President Xi Jinping said 
there’s no force “able to 
shake our great mother¬ 
land’s status”. The parade, 
and Mr. Xi’s speech under¬ 
scored the Communist Par¬ 
ty’s grip on the country and 
the leader’s status. 

The country has made 
great economic progress un¬ 
der the leadership of the 
Communist Party of China 
(CPC), especially in the last 
40 years after Deng Xiaop¬ 
ing opened up the economy. 
China is now the world’s se¬ 
cond largest economy in dol¬ 
lar terms. If the size of the 
Chinese economy was 
$30.55 billion in 1952, it 
stood at $13.6 trillion in 
2018. GDP per capita 
jumped from $54 in 1952 to 
$10,200 last year. China has 
almost eradicated urban po¬ 
verty. According to the 
World Bank, some 850 mil¬ 
lion people were lifted from 
poverty since the economic 
reforms. Today’s China is an 
industrial powerhouse and a 
leader in advanced technol¬ 
ogies, a far cry from the 
poor, broken and primarily 
agrarian economy which the 
communists took over in 
1949. 

While Mr. Xi and his party 
are celebrating these 
achievements, his regime al¬ 
so faces transformational 
challenges today. 

Economic slowdown 

With globalisation and free 
trade in crisis and the era of 
cheap labour in China over, 
the country’s exports-de- 
pendent economy has 
slowed down. In the second 
quarter of 2019, Chinese

economy grew 6.2%, slowest 
in more than 27 years. After 
the 2008 economic crisis, 
Chinese planners have shift¬ 
ed their focus from exports 
to domestic consumption. 
Though the share of exports 
in GDP has come down since 
its peak in 2008 (36.04%), 
China is still very much de¬ 
pendent on global economy 
(the share remained almost 
20% in 2016). 


ANALYSIS 


The trade war with the 
U.S. has hurt China badly 
with its industrial growth 
rate falling to a 17-year low of 
4.8% in July. The numbers 
suggest that China is expe¬ 
riencing one of the worst 
economic slowdowns since 
it was opened up. 

Geopolitical tensions 

Deng Xiaoping once famous¬ 
ly said, “hide your strength 
and bide your time”, which 
more or less defined China’s 
foreign policy doctrine for 
decades. While its focus was 
on the country’s economic 
development, China was al¬ 
so “peacefully” rising as a re¬ 
gional power in Asia. With 
China’s big power status, ho¬ 
wever, it can no longer hide. 
Take the case of the U.S., for 
example. U.S.-China ties 
have been normalised after 
President Richard Nixon’s 
historic 1972 visit to China. 


When China liberalised its 
economy, economic and 
trade ties with the U.S. dee¬ 
pened. But now, the U.S. and 
China are involved in a bitter 
tariff war which is hurting 
each other as well as the glo¬ 
bal economy. Tensions have 
also raised in the South Chi¬ 
na Sea region. President Do¬ 
nald Trump’s policy seeks to 
take on China, if not contain 
its rise. The cooperative 
competition between the 
two countries has entered 
into a phase of confronta¬ 
tional competition. 

Political crises 

On Tuesday, a few hours af¬ 
ter President Xi gave his em¬ 
phatic speech in Beijing, a 
protester was shot in the 
chest in Hong Kong by the 
police. Hong Kong has been 
in turmoil for month. What 
began as a protest against an 
extradition Bill has morphed 
into a violent movement for 
political reforms and “liber¬ 
ation”. The Hong Kong prot¬ 
ests are perhaps the greatest 
challenge Mr. Xi has faced 
since he became President. 
In Xinjiang, Beijing was ac¬ 
cused of detaining one mil¬ 
lion Uighurs in “re-educa¬ 
tion camps”. China says 
these were de-radicalisation 
camps, but the detention 
has sparked a global outcry, 
with Mike Pompeo, the U.S. 
Secretary of State, calling 
the camps “the stain of the 
century”. Choosing the next 
Dalai Lama could be another 
major political challenge. 
China has insisted that the 
next Lama should come 
from Tibet so that Beijing 
can have some leverage on 
the “reincarnation”. The 
Communist Party would not 
like these political issues to 
snowball into a “counter-re¬ 
volution”. But how Mr. Xi is 
going to address them may 
also have lasting impact on 
the party’s hold on China.

have been interrupted. The 
hearing will also review the 
humanitarian situation in 
Kashmir and whether Kash¬ 
miris have adequate sup¬ 
plies of food, medicine and 
other essentials,” a state¬ 
ment from Congressman 
Brad Sherman, who chairs 
the House Subcommittee on 
Asia, said. 

Alice Wells, the State De¬ 
partment’s top official for 
South Asia, will be one of 
those testifying, as will Scott 
Busby, Deputy Assistant Se¬ 
cretary in the Bureau of De¬ 
mocracy, Human Rights and 
Labor. Other State Depart¬ 
ment officials and human 
rights activists have also 
been called to testify. 


The hearing was, at least 
in part, a result of requests 
from California voters of 
South Asian origin. “In Au¬ 
gust, I had an opportunity to 
meet with Americans from 
Kashmir Valley in the San 
Fernando Valley, along with 
my colleague Congressman 
Andre Carson (D-IN),” Mr. 
Sherman said. “We heard 
stories of difficulties encoun¬ 
tered by my constituents 
and others, and the fears 
they have for their loved 
ones,” Mr. SHerman added. 

The hearing will extend 
beyond Kashmir and will in¬ 
clude the situation of Mus¬ 
lims in Assam (NRC), Tamils 
in Sri Lanka and also Pakis¬ 
tan’s Sindh Province. 


N. Korea, U.S.

The pathologist also says, 
‘“It’s the first time in my life 
that I’ve had to cut pieces on 
the ground - even if you are 
a butcher and want to cut, 
he hangs the animal up to 
do so’,” she added. 

“They speak about wait¬ 
ing for Khashoggi to arrive 
and they say, ‘Has the sacrif¬ 
icial animal arrived?’ You 
could hear them laughing, 
it’s a chilling business.” 

Turkey handed over 45 
minutes of recordings to the 
UN in order for them to in¬ 
vestigate the incident. 

UN special rapporteur 
Agnes Callamard said, 
Khashoggi asked his killers, 
“Are you going to give me an 
injection?”, to which they 
replied, ‘Yes’.” 


Johnson to

The 
data show that across 31 of 
the 36 States, vehicle regis¬ 
trations stood at over 19.33 
lakh units in September, the 
highest monthly registra¬ 
tions since November 2018 
when the number stood at 
over 21.01 lakh registrations. 

While retail sales - repre¬ 
sented by vehicle registra¬ 
tions - show signs of a pick¬ 
up, wholesales continue to 
fall. Interestingly, even at 
the wholesale level, sequen¬ 
tial monthly sales show a 
rise, as in the case of Maruti. 

Maruti Suzuki India on 
Tuesday saw its domestic 
passenger vehicle sales de¬ 
cline 27% last month to over 
1.1 lakh units, down from 
about 1.51 lakh units in the 
year-ago period. On a se¬ 
quential basis, September 
sales are higher than the 
93,173 units seen in August. 

Hyundai Motor India said 
its domestic sales fell 14.8% 
to 40,705 units last month, 
while Honda Cars India saw 
domestic sales of 9,301 units 
in September 2019 as 
against sales of 14,820 units 
in September 2018.

Public sector lender Indian 
Overseas Bank (IOB) is likely 
to come out of the Prompt 
Corrective Action (PCA) fra¬ 
mework of the Reserve Bank 
of India soon, said a top 
official. 

“We are likely to come out 
of PCA soon,” said Karnam 
Sekar, MD & CEO, Indian 
Overseas Bank. “But, we 
cannot say whether it is [go¬ 
ing to be] this quarter or 
[the] next quarter.” Mr. Se¬ 
kar, who assumed charge on 
July 1, made this observation 
based on the strong second 
quarter performance, which 
is to be announced soon. 

“The non-performing as¬ 
set (NPA) problem is behind 
us. The performance in the 
last few months has been en¬ 
couraging. Recently, the 
board had approved revised 


norms for one-time settle¬ 
ment (OTS) and it is gaining 
traction. The provision cov¬ 
erage ratio is at 73%-74% and 
it will be increased further. 
This will bring down the net 
NPA ratio,” he said. 

Over the next few days, 
IOB, in association with all 
the public sector and private 
sector banks and non-bank¬ 
ing financial institutions, 
will conduct loan melas in 
different parts of Tamil Nadu 
in two phases. 

“This will give a definite 
boost to credit pick up in re¬ 
tail and MSME sectors. The 
loan pick-up during the fes¬ 
tive month will be better 
than in the second quarter,” 
he said. Asked about the tar¬ 
get, he said the bank was 
lending about ?500 crore 
per month to the retail sec¬ 
tor and this would double in 
October.

The board of the crisis-hit In¬

Kotak, who was appointed 
chairman by the government 
in October last year. 

“Our good faith view at 
this point of time is that we 
should be able to recover, 
restructure or resolve... but 
we are quite confident that 
we should cross the 50% 
mark based on our best esti¬ 


mates and judgment,” Mr. 
Kotak told the media. 

On Tuesday, the govern¬ 
ment gave Mr. Kotak a one- 
year extension to continue 
as the chairman of IL&FS. 

The veteran banker also 
said that the company would 
consider the Infrastructure 
Investment Trust (InvIT) 
route to monetise some of its 


road assets. The diversified 
group is expecting 0,000- 
3,500 crore from sale of real 
estate assets, including its 
headquarters at the BKC bu¬ 
siness district in the city. 

Further, the company has 
identified a resolution plan 
for all its 302 entities, whose 
combined debt is pegged at 
04,216 crore. These include 


169 domestic entities and 133 
overseas companies. 

3 entities restructured 

Incidentally, three entities 
with a combined debt of 
around 0,100 crore have al¬ 
ready been successfully res¬ 
tructured, while discussions 
for restructuring another 
0,000 crore worth of debt 
is at an advanced stage, as 
per the company presenta¬ 
tion made on Tuesday. 

In all, debt worth 06,400 
crore is currently at various 
stages of getting resolved, 
and an additional debt of 
around H7,000 crore was 
likely to be addressed by 
March 2020, said Mr. Kotak, 
while highlighting the fact 
that the the board of the 
company had navigated 
through ‘extreme complexi¬ 
ty’ and developed a resolu¬ 
tion plan for all the 302 
entities.

The corporate tax rate cuts 
announced by the govern¬ 
ment have created a feel¬ 
good factor and made Indian 
businesses more competi¬ 
tive, but much more needs 
to be done to revive con¬ 
sumption, says Harsh Mari¬ 
wala, chairman, Marico. 

Mr. Mariwala, who is now 
involved in guiding and men¬ 
toring entrepreneurs 
through his Ascent Founda¬ 
tion, said the country need¬ 
ed more structural reforms 
in areas such as land, labour 
and judiciary, so that it can 
compete in the international 
arena. 

“Some of the steps that 
the government has taken 
like the latest round of tax 
deductions will have some 
effect... but much more 
needs to be done,” he said. 

“We need more structural 
reforms to make Indian busi¬ 



nessmen and Indian busi¬ 
nesses far more competitive. 
Interest rates are still high. 
You need land reforms, la¬ 
bour reforms, judicial re¬ 
forms if you want to com¬ 
pete in the international 
market (or) if you want to 
take advantage of the U.S.- 
China trade war,” added Mr. 
Mariwala. 



The benefit of the ongoing 
trade war had not come to 
India but had gone to coun¬ 
tries such as Vietnam, Ban¬ 
gladesh and Korea, and 
hence the government needs 
to do more than just reduc¬ 
ing the taxes. 

Incidentally, the FMCG 
sector, of which Marico is a 
part, is witnessing one of its 



worst slowdown in many 
years. 

In a recent report, global 
financial major Credit Suisse 
said that for the FMCG sec¬ 
tor, which has been facing 
extreme headwinds in the 
last few quarters, the current 
fiscal could be the worst in 15 
years in terms of revenue 
growth, on account of agri¬ 
cultural slowdown, liquidity 
concerns, employment is¬ 
sues and slower-than-ex- 
pected impact of govern¬ 
ment initiatives. 

He said the immediate re¬ 
vival of the FMCG sector 
looks difficult as the money 
would not be directly flow¬ 
ing into the hands of the con¬ 
sumers post the tax cuts. 
“Money does not go into the 
hands of the consumers. The 
extra money flows into com¬ 
panies and they in turn in¬ 
vest again. But impact on 
consumption takes long,”Mr. 
Mariwala said.

Rain forecast 

Tuesday was bright here, but 
spells of rain have been fore¬ 
cast during the Test. Damp 
conditions and a cloud cover 
could provide a lifeline to the 
South Africans with their 
world class pacemen, led by 
Kagiso Rabada. 

If the conditions remain 
hot and dry, and cracks de¬ 
velop on the surface, apart 
from spin, reverse swing 
could dent line-ups. 

The host has made some 
important choices. Wriddhi- 
man Saha, who last figured 
in a Test at Cape Town in 
2018 before being derailed 
by injuries, is back in the 
eleven. 

Despite questions being 
raised about Rishabh Pant’s 
choice of strokes, Saha’s skil¬ 
ful and superior glovework 
would have swung the argu¬ 
ment in his favour. 

On subcontinental pitches 
with turn and uneven 
bounce that deteriorate 
further, standing up to spin¬ 
ners is the hardest job for a 
’keeper and Saha appears 
the right man for the job. 

R. Ashwin and Ravindra 


Jadeja, who is just two short 
of 200 Test scalps, are to¬ 
gether again in the eleven. 
And Saha’s presence will lift 
their confidence levels. 

Interestingly, legendary 
wicketkeeper-batsman 
Adam Gilchrist had said 
some months ago that when 
Saha returned from injury, 
the question of who should 
keep should be left to the In¬ 
dian bowlers. 

All eyes on Rohit 
Much focus will be on Rohit 
Sharma too. It is clear that 
the team management is 


keen on giving Rohit a run as 
an opener. 

Making runs, particularly 
at the top of the order, is a lot 
about belief and Rohit, a nat¬ 
ural, will receive the time 
and space to find his way. 

He has a barrage of shots 
but does Rohit possess the 
technical nous and the tight¬ 
ness of game to make runs 
away from the subcontinent 
where stiffer tests await In¬ 
dia? K.L. Rahul is still young 
and India has the talented 
Prithvi Shaw, once his ban 
ends, waiting in the wings.

In no rush 

The team management has 
been taking decisions ahead 
of the Test. Kohli confirmed, 
“Rohit [Sharma] is going to 
start for us. We’re in no 
rush. He’ll be given space to 
find his own game and come 
into his own. 

“He’s up for the challenge 


and we are sure, he will, 
sooner than later, find his 
game at the top. Once he is 
in his zone, he can do great 
things for the team.” 

The skipper said wicket¬ 
keeper Wriddhiman Saha 
would be a part of the ele¬ 
ven. “Saha is fit and fine to 
go. His keeping credentials 
are there for everyone to 
see.” According to me, he’s 
the best keeper in the world, 
so in these conditions, with 
what he’s done in the past, 
he starts for us.” 

Kohli said both R. Ashwin 
and Ravindra Jadeja would 
play the Test here. “Jaddu, 
we felt, was in a better zone, 
as far as him performing 
overseas and what he’s done 
in the past season for the 
team, so yeah, from that 
point of view he started in 
West Indies. 

“But look, wherever the 
conditions provide us to go 
ahead with two spinners. 


obviously Ash is going to be 
a threat, and in home condi¬ 
tions, with his batting cre¬ 
dentials, and the way he 
bowls as well, he’s always go¬ 
ing to be starting with Jadeja, 
so that was a no-brainer for 
us.” 

South African captain Faf 
du Plessis was pleased about 
his team playing its first 
World Test Championship 
series. 

“It’s very exciting for all of 
us, it’s something fresh, so¬ 
mething new. We’ve been 
playing a lot of Test cricket 
but this is the first of its kind 
and we haven’t had Test 
cricket since February or 
March, or the beginning of 
the year.

Shafali, spinners seal series win for India

O ther things remaining equal, if the 
choice for a Test place is between 
two players of unproven record at the 
batting position available, the younger 
man usually gets the job. Shubman Gill 
is 20, and Rohit Sharma 32, so it should 
be a no-brainer. Yet, the senior man, 
who has played 27 Tests and averages 
over 85 in nine Tests at home, will be gi¬ 
ven one more chance to seal a place at 
the top of the order. 

Selectors, fans, teammates, former 
players, and television commentators 
are all willing Rohit on to succeed; few 
players in Indian cricket have had such 
cheerleaders. 

As a natural timer of the ball with the 
instinct to attack, he brings to the game 
a touch and an attitude few possess, 
and some of the support is understan¬ 
dable. If he could match his one-day re¬ 
cord (8000-plus runs at 48, three dou¬ 
ble centuries in 27 centuries overall), 
Indian cricket would certainly gain. If 
the experiment fails, then Rohit goes 
back to the cut and thrust of one-day 
and T20 cricket, to finish as a footnote 
in Indian Test history, a long-surviving 
disappointment and might-have-been. 
It is a gamble India are willing to take, 
the impact of possible success over¬ 
coming the price of failure. 

No secrets 

Over the next three years India tour 
New Zealand, Australia, England and 
South Africa. Rohit averages 26 in 18 
Tests abroad with a highest score of 79 
in 33 innings. As opener he will be se¬ 
verely tested with two kinds of bowling 
that aren’t popular in white ball cricket 
- the swinging delivery and the short 
one bowled into the ribs. There are no 
secrets - or helpful field and bowling 
restrictions - in Test cricket. 

This partially answers the question 
fans often ask: How can a player who 
dominates white ball cricket be so or¬ 
dinary in the red ball version? Tech¬ 
nique isn’t everything, of course. Sou- 
rav Ganguly who initially struggled with 
some of the same issues, changed his 


game around and showed how a big 
heart and sheer self-confidence can so¬ 
metimes overcome technical 
shortcomings. 

Rohit Sharma is not the first middle- 
order batsman who has been asked to 
open, nor will he be the last. The selec¬ 
tors are probably hoping that the move 
will be as successful as the one initiated 
by skipper Ganguly when he asked Vi- 
render Sehwag to open five matches af¬ 
ter he began his career, like Rohit, with 
a century on debut at No. 6. Sehwag 
went on to rewrite the book on opening 
Test batting. India will settle for far less 
with Rohit - consistency and good 
starts with his partner so the middle or¬ 
der can come into its own. 

Ganguly understood the value of 
having Sehwag in the side but didn’t 
know where to fit him in. The middle 
order read Dravid-Tendulkar-Laxman- 
Ganguly. At this stage of his career, Ro¬ 
hit Sharma gets a new gig not because 
the middle order is as strong, but as a 
way of salvaging a career in red ball 
cricket that appears unfulfilled, incom¬ 
plete, and deeply unsatisfactory for a 
batsman who has charmed his way 
through so many short innings. 

He will be up against Kagiso Rabada, 
one of only two bowlers in the game 
with over 100 wickets whose strike rate 
is in the 30s. Rabada spearheads an at¬ 
tack which also has Vernon Philander 
and Ngidi Lungi, and if over the next 
three Tests Rohit scores the runs that 
inspires self-belief for the tougher bat¬ 
tles ahead, one part of the gamble 


would have succeeded. 

Already Priyank Panchal has given 
the selectors a reminder with a century 
against South Africa-A while Abhima- 
nyu Easwaran, younger by five years, 
has shown himself to be an organised 
batsman with an appetite for big scores. 
K.L. Rahul isn’t out of it yet, merely out 
of form. Prithvi Shaw’s drugs ban ends 
in November soon after he turns 20 and 
he comes into reckoning again. 

Costly philosophy 

There is much to be said for selecting a 
young player when he is in form and 
getting runs consistently. It has hap¬ 
pened before that a promising young¬ 
ster who is kept waiting is finally chosen 
during a season when he is struggling, 
and finishes with a career that is need¬ 
lessly brief. “He is young, his turn will 
come,” is an Indian philosophy that has 
cost us in the past. 

Cricket selection works on the prin¬ 
ciple that the younger player deserves a 
chance to succeed while the older one 
must be given a chance to fail. Rohit 
Sharma’s record in the shorter game 
and the gut feeling that with experience 
he might be less inclined to throw it 
away as he has in the past has earned 
him a final call. Attractive batsmanship 
backed by all-round support is a formu¬ 
la for persistence, although the likes of 
Karun Nair, for one, might believe he 
could have done with similar support. 
But it doesn’t come to everybody, not 
even someone who has a triple century 
in Tests.

India first time host 

Players from 64 countries, 
totalling a whopping 465, 
will play over 11 rounds here 
to decide the World cham¬ 
pion in under-14, under-16 
and under-18 age-groups, 
separately in open and 
girls’ sections. India is host¬ 
ing this prestigious event 
for the first time and seems 
set to do a great job of it. 

With the focus on perfor¬ 
mance, India is keen to 
erase the horrors of its last 
year’s showing. 

India claimed two 
bronze medals, one more 
than its worst showing 
since 2011 when Debashis 
Das earned the only bronze 
in the under-18 section. 

This year, in spite of the

India expects a sure gold 
in the girls’ under-14 sec¬ 
tion where twice age-group 
World champion Divya and 
Rakshitta, the 2015 World 
girl’s under-10 champion, 
are rated way higher. 

In the open section, top 
seed Sreeshwan faces se¬ 
rious threats from Russians 
Volodar Murzin, Andrey 
Tsvetkov and Azerbaijan’s 
Ay din Suleymali. 

Though not much is ex¬ 
pected from India in the un- 
der-16 section, it should not 
come as a surprise if Aro- 
nyak Ghosh, R. Raja Rith- 
wik and Sankalp Gupta, be¬ 
sides Saina Salonika, 
Nityata Jain and B. Mounika 
Akshaya punch above their 
weight.

Daniel Stahl of Sweden 
won the men’s discus with a 
best mark of 67.59 metres. 

Warholm’s win came just 



moments after high jump La¬ 
sitskene won a third consec¬ 
utive world championship 
title to set alongside her wins 
in 2015 and 2017. 

Sable enters final 

India’s Avinash Sable quali¬ 
fied for the finals of the 
men’s 3000m steeplechase 
under dramatic circum¬ 
stances after he initially 
failed to make the cut.

He had barely returned 
home close by, when he got the 
flash and rushed right back. “He 
sat down,” records Pyarelal, 
Gandhi’s biographer, “felt the 
pulse and fancied it was still beat¬ 
ing feebly.” Pyarelal goes on to 
say that a doctor at hand. Dr. B. P. 
Bhargava, examining the pulse 
and the eye reflexes, said slowly 
to Patel that death had occurred 
10 minutes earlier. Gloom of a 
kind that had never been asso¬ 
ciated with the Sardar descended 
on him. A moment later Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
wreached the site. The two - Pa¬ 
tel and Nehru - embraced, unit¬ 
ed in grief, as a shaken yet self- 
possessed Governor General 
Mountbatten watched. 

But why, why on earth, should 
we, on the anniversary, the spar- 
klingly ‘bright’ 150th such, of 
Gandhi’s birth be thinking of his 
death ? 

There is a reason: India and 
the world would have had little 
interest in the birth or the birth 
anniversary of this man if his life 
had not been what it was - a tuss¬ 
le between his passionate, self¬ 
consuming faith in ahimsa and 
his being stalked, unceasingly, by 
the fiercest violence until the ve¬ 
ry last step he took on the earth. 

And because something in ma-

ny - not all, but very many - of us 
world-wide wants to feel the 
pulse, as Patel did that day on his 
wrist, of Gandhi’s legacy today to 
see if it is beating, even if ever so 
feebly. 

Does it beat? 

Doctors of politics and history 
will tell us that it does not. And 
the world around us will concur. 
That is, of course, if it can spare 
the time to think upon this. Time 
now is not about that which 
makes history but that which 
makes headlines. 

Lincoln, as President of the Un¬ 
ited States of America spoke his 
272 words at Gettysburg in 1863 


as he did, and Gandhi, as an sedi¬ 
tion-accused, at his Great Trial in 
Ahmedabad in 1922 as he did, not 
because they expected to make 
or ‘break’ news but because they 
needed to, wanted to speak about 
political facts, civilisational veri¬ 
ties, historical truths. When Lin¬ 
coln rose to speak, Carl Sand¬ 
burg, his biographer tells us, he 
took out from his coat pocket his 
notes, put on his steel eye-glass¬ 
es, looked at the paper, put it 
back in his pocket and then made 
the speech that the world has not 
forgotten. A reporter of the Chi¬ 
cago “ Tribune ” telegraphed a 
sentence: “The dedicatory re¬ 


marks of President Lincoln will 
live among the annals of man.” 

When Gandhi rose to speak in 
the Ahmedabad court room, he 
too had a text which he read from 
but only to go into the judge’s 
mind, not any annals. No judge 
before or since Justice Broomfield 
has sentenced an accused in a 
way that makes the penalty seem 
like a decoration. That is history 
for us. 

But this world of ours is not in¬ 
terested in history. Its staple is 
histrionics. This age is not about 
heroes or heroines, but of he¬ 
roics. It is about the fabrication of 
appeal, not the building of under¬ 
standing. Gandhi said in his Great 
Trial speech: “Affection cannot 
be manufactured or regulated by 
law. If one has no affection for a 
person or system, one should be 
free to give the fullest expression 
to his disaffection, so long as he 
does not contemplate, promote, 
or incite to violence.” He stressed 
that last bit. Violence was not an 
option. 

Violence is the signature of our 
times, terrorism its indelible ink. 
Brutal, cold-blooded, merciless, 
terrorist violence is aimed to kill 
innocents no less than ‘targets’. 
And it has generated another vio¬ 
lence, in racial hatred. Provoca¬ 
tion and retaliation are the North 
and South Poles of the globe to¬ 
day as it rotates on the axis of mu¬ 
tually self-supporting suspicions. 

A sloughing of values 

Like the icecaps that are melting 
and sliding off the Poles, certain 
time-honoured values are flaking 
off that globe. These values are 
human rights, civil liberties and 


democratic dissent. Where inclu¬ 
sion and accommodation were 
ideals, exclusion, dispossession, 
dis-entitlement rule. Names and 
words like ‘outsider’, ‘infiltrator’, 
‘illegal immigrant’ are to be heard 
now in the same timbre and pitch 
in the world’s most advanced ‘lib¬ 
eral’ democracies as in its en¬ 
trenched autocracies. 

Gandhi’s legacy seems pulse¬ 
less as the world moves from the 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights to a Global Proclamation 
of Human Intolerance. 

Idealism has gone through a 
make-over, emerging from the 
green room of contemporary pol¬ 
itical fashion in the shape and 
style of a ‘no-nonsense’ realism. 
Honesty, frankness, are of course 
the ‘nonsense’ that has been 
peeled off. This ‘realism’ sees hu¬ 
man thought as a redundancy, 
human conscience a distraction. 
Truth - Gandhi’s obsession - is 
assailed today not by its ‘good 
old’ opposite-number, untruth 
but by something else altogether, 
something that is so sinister as to 
make ‘honest lies’ look like a 
bored schoolboy. Truth faces to¬ 
day, world-wide, an unassailable 
foe: a miasma of fumes, vapours 
and shimmering mirages that first 
obscures, then obfuscates and fi¬ 
nally obliterates the distinction 
between the true and the false, 
the real and the virtual, fact and 
fiction. All the world is, truly, a 
stage now, not as a Shakespea¬ 
rean cliche but in grim reality. 
And all of us are merely players - 
as data which data-holders can

get to play many parts, or 
none. 

As with humans that are 
now digits, the world’s natu¬ 
ral resources, mostly non-re¬ 
newable, are now weapons 
- not for human well-being 
but for power games, getting 
ever so closely held, tightly 
and furtively, for the greater 
and greater good of the 
small and ever smaller num¬ 
ber. Protecting the physical 
environment has activists 
working like the galley- 
slaves in the film “Mutiny on 
the Bounty”, but the Lieute¬ 
nant Bligh equivalents in ev¬ 
ery country, on every conti¬ 
nent have no Fletcher 
Christian to challenge them. 

And amidst all this, the 
threat of regional wars and 
battles, glorified by hate, 
greased by fear, rises menac¬ 
ingly. Anything that shoots, 
sizzles, hisses, uproots gets 


to be cheered. Anything that 
soothes, becalms, quietens, 
tends, nourishes, sneered 
at. 

Disarmament, chemical, 
nuclear, biological seem like 
a Hitopadesha fable now 
and the Convention Against 
Torture, Panchatantra lore. 

And yet 

That pulse seems to beat, 
and not so feebly. 

As when the Supreme 
Court of India says in the 
now landmark judgment in 
Puttaswamy vs. Union of In¬ 
dia: “Life and personal liber¬ 
ty are inalienable rights. 
These are rights which are 
inseparable from a dignified 
human existence. The digni¬ 
ty of the individual, equality 
between human beings and 
the quest for liberty are the 
foundational pillars of the 
Indian Constitution...” 

And when Pandit Jasraj, 
of a voice of divine fragranc¬ 
es, composes Om Allah Om 


in a moment of sheer inspi¬ 
ration to the entrancement 
of his audience and then 
goes on to sing it time and 
again to his and our rapture, 
our redemption. 

But most tellingly, and un¬ 
iversally when the Archbish¬ 
op of Canterbury visits India 
in this centenary year of Jal- 
lianwala Bagh and is so com¬ 
pletely overwhelmed by In¬ 
dia’s truth that he prostrates 
at the monument, to atone. 

There is in us Indians a 
Patel, too practical to be all 
‘ideals’, but altogether too 
good to dismiss human va¬ 
lues. When that Patel, real, 
not virtual, tries to feel the 
pulse of truth, provocation 
fails to inflame, propaganda 
fails to ignite, gullibility does 
not delude. 

And which is when the 
pulse revives of the man 
whose death has made his 
birth priceless, his legacy 
timeless. 


T he word “ecology” ap¬ 
pears nowhere in 
Gandhiji’s writings, 
and he never spoke about 
environmental protection as 
such. Yet, as the Chiplco 
Movement, the Narmada Ba- 
chao Andolan and in a very 
different context, the manif¬ 
esto of the German Greens 
have shown, the impress of 
Gandhiji’s thinking on eco¬ 
logical movements has been 
felt widely. 

The Norwegian philo¬ 
sopher, Arne Naess, who 
came up with the idea of 
“deep ecology”, had said it is 
from Gandhiji that he came 
to the realisation of “the es¬ 
sential oneness of all life”. 

Gandhiji was a practition¬ 
er of recycling decades be¬ 
fore the idea caught on in the 
West, and he initiated per¬ 
haps the most far-reaching 
critiques of the ideas of con¬ 
sumption and that fetish of 
the economist called 
“growth”. Thus, in myriad 
ways, we can believe that he 
was a thinker with a pro¬ 
foundly ecological 

sensibility. 

In one of the several 
books that he wrote on In¬ 
dia, V.S. Naipaul skewered 
Gandhiji for what he called 
his “narcissism”. Naipaul 
says Gandhiji’s autobiogra¬ 
phy is stunningly silent on 
the landscape, trees, vegeta¬ 
tion or the much-vaunted 
English notion of “nature”, 
though he spent three years 
in London as a law student. 
It is certainly the case that 
Gandhiji was sparse in his 
discussion of the relation¬ 
ship of humans with their ex¬ 
ternal environment.

municate on his terms. But it 
was also an ecological ges¬ 
ture, a mode of conserving 
energy and a devastating in¬ 
dictment of the modern in¬ 
dustrial culture of noise and 
consumption. We talk too 
much, eat too much, and 
consume too much. The 
phrase “noise pollution” is 
nowhere in Gandhiji’s writ¬ 
ings, but he had a full- 
fledged critique of it. 

There are other respects (I 
shall take up only three) in 
which the ecological vision 
of Gandhiji’s life opens itself 
up to us. First, he was of the 
considered opinion that na¬ 
ture should be allowed to

take its course. The environ¬ 
mental crises and “extreme 
weather events” that are 
upon us have been precipi¬ 
tated by the gross and appall 
ng instrumentalisation of na¬ 
ture. The earth is not merely 
there to be mined, logged 
and hollowed out. However, 
we have to first preserve the 
ecological equanimity of the 
body. Nature’s creatures 
mind their own business; if 
humans were to do the 
same, we would not be re¬ 
quired to legislate the health 
of all species. Gandhiji did 
not prevent others from kill¬ 
ing snakes but a cobra enter¬ 
ing his room was left alone. 
“I do not want to live at the 
cost of the life even of a 
snake,” he said. 

Second, Gandhiji mount¬ 
ed a rigorous critique of the 
“waste” that is behind mod¬ 
ern industrial civilisation in 
more ways than we imagine. 
European colonisation the 
world over was justified with 
the claim that natives and in¬ 
digenous people “wasted” 
their land and did not render 
it sufficiently productive. But 
Gandhiji held the view that 
humans are prone to trans¬ 
form whatever they touch in¬ 
to waste. His close disciple 
and associate Kaka Kalelkar 
was in the habit of breaking 
off an entire twig merely for 
four or five neem leaves he 
needed to rub on the fibres 
of the carding-bow to make 
its strings pliant and supple. 
When Gandhiji saw that, he 
said: “This is violence. We 
should pluck the required 
number of leaves after offer¬ 
ing an apology to the tree for 
doing so. But you broke off 
the whole twig, which is 
wasteful and wrong.” 

Third, as is well known, 
Gandhiji was a staunch vege¬ 
tarian, and he would have 
been pleased with a great 
deal of modern research 
which has established that 
the meat industry has put ex¬ 
treme pressures on the soil 
and water resources and the

massive increase in levels of 
meat consumption when pe¬ 
ople start entering he middle 
class in countries such as In¬ 
dia. But to be “ecological” in 
sensibility also means har¬ 
bouring a notion of largesse 
towards others; it is a way of 
being in the world. 

European visitors to his 
ashram, where only vegetar¬ 
ian meals were prepared, 
had meat served to them if 
they desired. To inflict a new 
diet upon someone who was 
habituated to meat at every 
meal was, in Gandhiji’s 
thinking, a form of violence. 
As he once told Mirabehn, 
“People whose custom it is 
to eat meat should not stop 
doing so simply because I 
am present.” 

Gandhiji strikes a remar¬ 
kable chord with all those 
who have cherished the 
principles of non-injury, 
cared for the environment, 
practised vegetarianism, 
worked energetically to con¬ 
serve air, soil, and water, re¬ 
sisted the depredations of 
developers, recycled paper, 
or accorded animals the dig¬ 
nity of humans. 

In contemplating his life, 
his anticipation of the An- 
thropocene is striking. “God 
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We have killed his body, 
but the light in him, 
which is from the divine 
flame of Truth and Love, 
cannot be put out.

forbid that India should ever 
take to industrialism after 
the manner of the West. The 
economic imperialism of a 
single tiny island kingdom 
[England] is today keeping 
the world in chains. If an en¬ 
tire nation of 300 million 
took to similar economic ex¬ 
ploitation, it would strip the 
world bare like locusts,” 
Gandhiji told an interlocutor 
in 1928. 

What if, Gandhiji asks, na¬ 
ture was the bearer of rights? 
What would nature have to 
say on this subject? No less 
remarkably, though Gandhiji 
wrote no ecological treatise, 
he made one of his life. This 
is one life in which every mi¬ 
nute act, emotion or thought 
was not without its place. 
The brevity of Gandhiji’s 
enormous writings, his small 
meals of nuts and fruits, his 
morning ablutions and eve¬ 
ryday bodily practices, his 
periodic observances of si¬ 
lence, his morning walks, his 
cultivation of the small as 
much as of the big, his ab¬ 
horrence of waste, his resort 
to fasting - all these point to 
the manner in which he or¬ 
chestrated the symphony of 
life. No philosopher of ecolo¬ 
gy could have done as much.

The evolution of Gandhi’s thought 

The Mahatma’s connect with the poor in India made him change his views expressed in ‘Hind Swaraj’ 


T he reader need not be 
reminded that it was in 
South Africa that 
Gandhi perfected the mode 
of Passive Resistance, which 
he later called “satyagraha”, 
to defend the interests of the 
Indian community in South 
Africa. During this period he 
was greatly influenced by 
the writings of Leo Tolstoy 
and John Ruskin: from the 
former he derived mainly 
his hatred of violence and 
consumerism, and from the 
latter, respect for labour and 
concern for the poor. But he 
took their critiques to apply 
to the western industrial so¬ 
ciety alone, and held that 
old Indian society was free 
of the evils the West suffered 
from. This basic thesis was 
advanced in his Hind Swaraj , 
composed in 1909. 

The evils of western socie¬ 
ties which India on obtain¬ 
ing Swaraj was to abstain 
from, as listed in this text, 
are startling: Electoral de¬ 
mocracy was one such evil, 
for Parliaments were “really 
emblems of slavery”. Wo¬ 
men were to have no em¬ 
ployment outside the home: 
otherwise there would arise 
evils such as the suffragette 
movement in the West (de¬ 
manding women’s right to 
vote). Above all, modern in¬ 
dustry based on machinery 
was to be shunned. There 
were some faults in existing 
Indian society that he con¬ 
ceded, such as child mar¬ 
riage and polyandry, but no 
mention is made of polyga¬ 
my or untouchability. The 
caste system is indirectly 
praised for having barred 
market competition by as¬ 
signing a fixed occupation to 
everyone. It is proclaimed 
that India was being ruined 
by the three evils brought by 
the British, viz. railways, la¬ 
wyers and doctors. He goes 
on even to say that rather 
than build cotton mills in In¬ 
dia, India should continue to 
buy from Manchester! There 
was no need for compulsory 
education; “religious educa¬ 
tion” imparted by “Mullas, 
[Parsi] Dasturs and Brah¬ 
mans” was enough. 

On the poor 

It is remarkable that while 
Gandhi shows so much con¬ 
cern for the poor, he does 
not present any proposal in 
Hind Swaraj for the removal 
or alleviation of poverty it¬ 
self. This is, perhaps, mainly 
because of his belief, unex¬ 
pressed here but firmly 
held, in the sanctity of rights 
of property. As for political 
action for people to obtain 
what they legitimately want¬ 
ed, ‘passive resistance’ was 
to be the means, to be un¬ 
dertaken, but only by those 
who “observe perfect chasti¬ 
ty, adopt poverty, follow 
truth, cultivate fearless¬ 
ness”. No further guidance 
on how India under Swaraj 
was to be governed is pro¬ 
vided. The only modern no¬ 
tion adopted is that of ‘na¬ 
tion’, which, as in the rest of 
the world, says Gandhi, is 
not to be identified with any 
one religion. 

When Gandhi arrived in 
India early in 1915, these 
were his views, despite a re¬ 
primand over them from his 
chosen guru, Gopal Krishna 
Golchale (d.1915), who had 
visited South Africa in 1912. 
Yet there proved in time to 
be a teacher for Gandhi, far 
severer than Gokhale, name¬ 
ly, the Indian poor them¬ 
selves, for they too had ideas 
for their own salvation quite 
different from what Gandhi 
had chosen to prescribe for 
them in Hind Swaraj. The ve¬ 
ry first issue he encountered 
in India was that of untouch¬ 
ability, a matter ignored in 
Hind Swaraj. Immediately af¬ 
ter he established his ash¬ 
ram at Ahmedabad in 1915 a 
crisis erupted when he ad¬ 
mitted to it an ‘untouchable’ 
couple. But he withstood it, 
the couple stayed; and hen¬ 
ceforth on this matter Gand¬ 
hi would give no concession. 
If he yet went on affirming 
his faith in varnashram, this 
was done more or less to 
keep peace with the bulk of 
the upper castes. 

When Gandhi initiated his 
first popular agitation in In¬ 
dia in 1917, namely, the

Champaran struggle against 
indigo-planters, the issues 
raised certainly impinged on 
what the planters regarded 
as their proprietary rights; 
and in 1918 when Gandhi 
went on a hunger-strike in 
favour of striking textile mill 
workers, this could hardly 
be regarded as consistent 
with his own nihilistic atti¬ 
tude towards modern indus¬ 
try. 

Gandhiji’s ideas were put 
to test still more fundamen¬ 
tally during the Non-Cooper¬ 
ation movement, 1920-22. 
The main demand initially 
was for protection of ‘Khila- 
fat’, a purely Islamic institu¬ 
tion under the aegis of Otto¬ 
man Turkey, now 
threatened by the victorious 
Allies - Britain and France. 
This could well be justified 
by the invocation of religion 
as a legitimate source of pol¬ 
itical action, implicit in Hind 
Swaraj. But for larger mass 
support the demand for 
Swaraj was added to it; and 
this essentially meant draw¬ 
ing peasants into the strug¬ 
gle. Their role, however, 
could only he effective if 
they ceased paying rent to 
the landlords, who in turn 
would not then be able to 
pay the land-tax to the Go¬ 
vernment. But this struck 
against Gandhi’s notion of 
protection of property, and 
he specifically prohibited 
such action by peasants in 
U.P. through his “instruc¬ 
tions” issued in February 
1921. Yet peasants, especially 
in U.P., defied the injunction 
in many places. 

The village connect 

The experience of the Non- 
Cooperation movement, led 
Gandhiji to formulate in 
1924, his ‘Constructive Pro¬ 
gramme’. He had by now 
made his peace with electo¬ 
ral democracy by advocating 
optional universal suffrage 
for legislative bodies in an 
article in 1924. His Construc¬ 
tive Programme concentrat¬ 
ed on work in the villages, 
involving the promotion of 
Khadi (hand-woven cloth 
out of hand-spun cotton), 
which was in line with his re¬ 
jection of machine-made 
cloth, though here opposi¬ 
tion to use of foreign, espe¬ 
cially British, manufactured 
cloth was also involved. Al¬ 
lied with this project was a 
campaign for Hindu-Muslim 
unity and removal of un¬ 
touchability. 

Simultaneously Gandhi 
developed his theory of the 
property-owners as custo¬ 
dians of the poor, the mill- 
owners looking after their 
workers, and landlords, af¬ 
ter their tenants. This was 
part of an obvious bid to 
overcome class antago¬ 
nisms. However, the ap¬ 
proach was bound to have 
little practical consequence, 
since few Zamindars came 
forward to shower money 
on their tenants. 

When the next cycle of Ci¬ 
vil Disobedience began in 
1930, the acute distress of 
peasants owing to the Great 
Depression of 1929-32, tend¬ 
ed to convert it largely into a 
peasant struggle. There was 
also now a growing indus¬ 
trial working class. To both 
peasants and workers the 
radical approach of Jawahar- 
lal Nehru, himself greatly in¬ 
fluenced by the Soviet Revo¬ 
lution of 1917, made a special 
appeal. Gandhi had already 
recognised the importance 
of Nehru as a figure com¬ 
manding great popularity; 
and there is no doubt that he 
was now prepared to make 
concessions to Nehru’s ap- 
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Throughout his long life 
he strove for peace and 
condemned the resort 
to violence. His loss will 
be borne by countless 
thousands in all walks 
of life in every country 
of the world His moral 
and spiritual leadership 
have been an inspiring 
example in a distracted 
and troubled age and 
Britain will share in 
India’s great grief.

proach. So came about his 
readiness to espouse Neh¬ 
ru’s draft resolution on Fun¬ 
damental Rights, which 
Gandhi himself moved at the 
Karachi session of the Con¬ 
gress on 31 March 1931. 

This resolution esta¬ 
blished many principles in 
favour of which Gandhi had 
not yet pronounced, such as 
equality between men and 
women not only as voters, 
but also in appointments to 
public offices and exercise of 
trade: reduction of agricul¬ 
tural rent and levy of tax on 
landlord incomes, state ow¬ 
nership or control of key in¬ 
dustries, and, finally, scaling 
down of the debts of the 
poor. Perhaps, Gandhiji later 
wished to draw back from 
some of what he had con¬ 
ceded (“a heavy price for the 
allegiance of Jawaharlal”, in 
the words of Sir Tej Bahadur 
Sapru). Thus to Nehru’s 
clear chagrin, he assured za¬ 
mindars in U.P. that he 
would stand by them, if 
anyone attacked their rights; 
and when in September 1934 
he resigned (formally) from 
the Congress, he cited as a 
grievance the rise of the “so¬ 
cialist group” in the Con¬ 
gress. Yet there is no evi¬ 
dence that he opposed in 
any manner the Congress 
Provincial Governments in 
U.P. and Bihar in 1937-39 
when they framed their le¬ 
gislation restricting zamin¬ 
dars’ rights in relation to 
their tenants. 

Poona Pact 

During these years, in fact, 
Gandhi chose for his main 
activity the welfare of the 
Depressed Castes, whom he 
now called Harijans. Pro¬ 
voked by the British Govern¬ 
ment’s Communal Award of 
August 1932, he went on fast 
against separate electorates 
created for depressed 
castes. This led to the well- 
known Poona Pact between 
depressed caste leaders, and 
caste Hindu representatives. 
Contrary to present-day de¬ 
nunciations of the Pact, it ac¬ 
tually improved the repre¬ 
sentation of the Depressed 
Castes by more than dou¬ 
bling the seats reserved for 
them in the Provincial Legis¬ 
latures, and providing 18% 
reservation (against none in 
the Communal Award) in the 
Central Legislature. There

was also provision for an in¬ 
itial vote among Depressed 
Caste voters to select four 
eligible candidates for each 
reserved seat. 

The Poona Pact proved a 
signal for Gandhiji from 1932 
onward to initiate a nation¬ 
wide campaign against un¬ 
touchability and for ‘Hari- 
jan’ uplift. Increasingly, 
Gandhi now avoided giving 
any sanction to the caste sys¬ 
tem, or any philosophical 
defence of varnashram. 

It is difficult to assess how 
much the experience of the 
Second World War (1939-45) 
and the Quit-India move¬ 
ment of 1942 further altered 
Gandhiji’s social views. It is 
possible that he continued 
to cherish some nostalgia for 
a rural India, content with 
its poverty, as envisioned in 
Hind Swaraj, and a reasser¬ 
tion of the responsibilities of 
the rich as custodians of the 
poor. But, by and large, his 
rejection of the inequities of 
the caste system and of dis¬ 
crimination against women 
became only sharper. 

Above all, his concerns 
for Hindu-Muslim unity be¬ 
came ever more focused as 
he stood rock-like against 
communal violence that en¬ 
veloped the country in the 
year of Independence. In his 
last great act, he went on fast 
in January 1948 to make In¬ 
dia pay ^55 crore, the sum 
due to Pakistan, while both 
countries were at war with 
each other, and to get Mus¬ 
lims in Delhi back to their 
homes, from which they had 
been driven out. Here in 
practice, was a real assertion 
of internationalism and 
sheer humanity - for which 
he paid with his life on Janu¬ 
ary 30,1948. It is fitting to re¬ 
member that on the issue of 
communal amity Gandhi 
thus remained as firm till the 
end as he was at the time of 
writing Hind Swaraj.

The butterfly named Hima¬ 
layan tailless bushblue ( Ar- 
hopala ganesa ganesa) was 
known to occur at an alti¬ 
tude between 1,300 m to 
2,400 m in Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir and Uttarakhand. Re¬ 
cent studies however, have 
located the species at 3,577 
m in Askot Wildlife Sanctu¬ 
ary in Uttarakhand, at least 
1,200 m higher than it’s 
known range. 

An upward habitat shift 
has also been found for the 
blue baron ( Euthalia telchi- 
nia), a butterfly species pro¬ 
tected under Schedule I of 
the Wildlife Protection Act, 
1972. While earlier it was 
known to be found at an alti¬ 
tude of 1,500 m in the cen¬ 
tral Himalayas, north-east 
India and the Western Ghats, 
researchers recorded it at 
2,100 m at Neora Valley Na¬ 
tional Park, West Bengal. 

In the case of some spe¬ 
cies of moth, a similar uphill 
movement of habitat was re¬ 
corded. The Trachea auri- 
plena - described from Sri 
Lanka at about 300 m alti¬ 
tude - was recorded at 3,100 
m in the Valley of Flowers 
National Park (Uttarakhand), 
an unusual occurrence for 
the species. Another moth 
species Diphtherocome fas¬ 
ciata was recorded at 3,300 
m in the Govind Wildlife 
Sanctuary (Uttarakhand), at 
least 2,200 m higher than its 
previous range. 

These occurrences have 
come to light in a publication 
titled ‘Assemblages Of Lepi- 
doptera in selected protect¬ 
ed areas across Indian Hima¬ 
laya through long-term 
ecological monitoring’ re¬ 
leased during the 6 th Asian 
Lepidoptera Conservation 
Symposium organised in 
Kolkata. The volume, pu¬ 


blished by the Zoological 
Survey of India (ZSI), is a re¬ 
sult of three years of study 
across 175 long-term ecologi¬ 
cal monitoring plots across 
six Himalayan regions, from 
the cold deserts of Ladakh to 
the tropical evergreen for¬ 
ests of Arunachal Pradesh. 

The volume edited by ZSI 
scientists Kailash Chandra, 
Navneet Singh, Vikas Kumar, 
Angshuman Raha and Abesh 
Kumar Sanyal runs over 400 
pages and also records 1,758 
species of butterflies and 
moths. 

The sites were systemati¬ 
cally sampled for moth 
abundance by light trapping 
and butterfly abundance 
through systematic walks 
and vegetation study. Anoth¬ 
er significant outcome of the 
study, which involved more 


than a dozen of scientists 
and researchers, is that 89 
species of Lepidoptera were 
recorded as new additions to 
Indian fauna. 

Ecology indicators 

“Lepidoptera (moths and 
butterflies) are known as po¬ 
tent ecological indicators 
and the ZSI through the pu¬ 
blication has drawn atten¬ 
tion to climate change and 
conservation of such spe¬ 
cies. The methodologies and 
the outcomes of this study 
can be adopted for other fau¬ 
nal groups elsewhere in the 
country,” said Dr. Chandra, 
Director of ZSI. 

Highlighting the intricate 
relationship between Lepi¬ 
doptera and vegetation, Nav¬ 
neet Singh said that their dis¬ 
tribution depends on and 


shifts with changes in vegeta¬ 
tion. “During the study, we 
found that most of the spe¬ 
cies that were found at lower 
attitude had moved up. In 
rare cases, we have found a 
reverse trend,” he said. 

Scientists, including re¬ 
presentatives of the Ministry 
of Environment and Forest 
and Climate Change 
(MOEFCC) who participated 
in the conference, said that 
the publication not only re¬ 
cords specific Lepidoptera 
species at different altitudes 
but also creates a baseline 
and long-term database of 
Lepidoptera assemblages of 
the Indian Himalayas re¬ 
quired for assessing climate 
change. 

Ravi Agarwal, Additional 
Secretary, MOEFCC, said 
that the publication has “bi¬ 
directional implications” to 
assess climate change im¬ 
pacts of the Himalayan eco¬ 
system and generating 
awareness among nature en¬ 
thusiasts about immense ec¬ 
ological roles of insects and 
their conservation 

significance. 

Abesh Sanyal, another re¬ 
searcher who worked on the 
field, said that during the 
study it was observed that 
several species which were 
found in other parts of coun¬ 
try had been reported in 
north-western, western, 
central and eastern Hima¬ 
layan faunal composition. 

“As climate change most 
pronouncedly influences 
species’ habitable range, 
whether these species were 
already flying in these sec¬ 
tors, or they are recent infil¬ 
trators due to climatic homo¬ 
genisation, will be subject to 
further studies,” Dr. Sanyal 
said, adding that “such huge 
numbers of lateral move¬ 
ment of species can be a 
cause for concern”.

“Her legacy shall 
forever live on.” 

Born September 15, 1945 
in Augusta, Georgia, Nor¬ 
man grew up surrounded by 
music as one of five children 


in a family of amateur 
artists. 

She made a foray into gos¬ 
pel at age four, and as a 
young girl began listening to 
radio broadcasts of perfor¬ 
mances at the Metropolitan 
Opera, where she would 
eventually become legend. 

“I don’t remember a mo¬ 
ment in my life when I 
wasn’t trying to sing,” she 
told NPR in 2014. 

A pioneering young black 
woman in the white world of 
classical music, Norman 
quickly became beloved for 
her seemingly effortless 
soaring voice and efferves¬ 
cent personality. 

Her notable performanc¬ 
es include two U.S. presiden¬ 
tial inaugurations, the 60 th 
birthday celebrations of Bri¬ 
tain’s Queen Elizabeth, the 
opening ceremonies of the 
Atlanta Summer Olympics in 
1996, and at the bicentennial 
of the French Revolution in 
Paris in 1989.

Humans pollute more 
than volcanoes: study 

CO 2 emissions are 100 times greater 
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MOSCOW 

Dozens of cadets and young¬ 
sters from Russia’s Youth Ar¬ 
my have been getting up 
close and personal with per¬ 
haps the world’s most iconic 
firearm as their country pre¬ 
pares to mark the centenary 
of the birth of Mikhail Ka¬ 
lashnikov, maker of the le¬ 
gendary rifle. 

At Victory Museum in 
western Moscow, visitors in¬ 
cluding the young cadets are 
invited to assemble Kalashni¬ 
kovs and pose for selfies at 
the exhibition dedicated to 
the famous automatic wea¬ 
pon. Russia will next month 
celebrate the life of Kalashni¬ 
kov, designer of the AK-47, 
with a number of events, in¬ 
cluding the museum display 
and a biopic.

Kalashnikov, who died in 
2013 at the age of 94, is seen 
in Russia as a national hero 
and symbol of the country’s 
proud military past.

It is also a staple of early 
military education in Russia. 

Maxim, a young cadet, 
said he learned to put togeth¬ 
er and take apart an AK rifle 
at school. 

“At first your fingers hurt, 
but then it’s quite easy,” he 
said. 


The exhibition was put to¬ 
gether by the Kalashnikov 
museum in Izhevsk, an in¬ 
dustrial town in the Ural 
mountains, where the inven¬ 
tor worked at the Izhmash 
weapons factory until his 
retirement. 

Alexander Yermakov, the 
museum’s deputy director, 
said he hoped the inventor’s 
story would inspire “the next 
generation of Kalashnikovs”. 

Heaped with prizes 

Kalashnikov was showered 
with every possible major 
prize in the Soviet Union, 
and the Kremlin in 2009 
gave him the highest honour 
- Hero of Russia. 

In 2017, authorities un¬ 
veiled a monument to Ka¬ 
lashnikov holding his wea¬ 
pon in central Moscow. 


Born in a Siberian village 
on November 10, 1919, Ka¬ 
lashnikov had a tragic child¬ 
hood during which his father 
was deported as a “kulak” 
(prosperous peasant) in 
1930. 

Wounded during a bloody 
battle with Nazi forces in 
1941, Kalashnikov was given 
a leave during which he 
thought up the first versions 
of the rifle. 

In 1945, a prototype was 
entered into a competition 
and the design was eventual¬ 
ly recommended for use in 
the Soviet army. 

It quickly became prized 
for its simplicity, cheapness 
and sturdy reliability. 

AK-47’s name stands for 
“Kalashnikov’s Automatic” 
and the year its final version 
was designed, 1947.

Human activity churns out 
up to 100 times more pla¬ 
net-warming carbon each 
year as all the volcanoes on 
Earth, says a decade-long 
study released Tuesday. 

The Deep Carbon Obser¬ 
vatory (DCO), a 500-strong 
international team of scien¬ 
tists, released a series of 
papers outlining how car¬ 
bon is stored, emitted and 
reabsorbed by natural and 
manmade processes. 

They found that man¬ 
made carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions drastically outstrip the 
contribution of volcanoes - 
which belch out gas and are 
often fingered as a major cli¬ 
mate change contributor - 
to current warming rates. 


The findings were pu¬ 
blished in the journal 
Elements. 

Manmade emissions in 
2018 alone topped 37 giga- 
tonnes. 

Celina Suarez, associate 
professor of geology at the 
University of Arkansas, said 
modern manmade emis¬ 
sions were the “same mag¬ 
nitude” as past carbon 
shocks that precipitated 
mass extinction. 

“We are on the same level 
of carbon catastrophe 
which is a bit sobering,” she 
said. 

By comparison, the CO 2 
released annually by volca¬ 
noes hovers around 0.3 and 
0.4 gigatonnes - roughly 
100 times less than man¬ 
made emissions. 


Huge iceberg 
breaks off 
Antarctica 
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WASHINGTON 

A more than 1,500 sq.km, 
iceberg recently broke off 
Antarctica, but the event is 
part of a normal cycle and 
is not related to climate 
change, scientists say. 

The iceberg, dubbed 
D28, broke away from the 
Amery ice shelf between 
September 24 and 25, ac¬ 
cording to observations 
from European and Ameri¬ 
can satellites. 

It is about 210 metres 
thick and contains 315 bil¬ 
lion tonnes of ice, Ameri¬ 
can glaciologist Helen 
Amanda Fricker said. 

The figures are huge, but 
iceberg production is part 
of the normal cycle of ice 
shelves, which are an ex¬ 
tension of the ice cap, she 
said. “Ice shelves have to 
lose mass because they 
gain mass. They want to 
stay the same size,” said 
Ms. Fricker, a professor at 
the Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography at the Un¬ 
iversity of California. 

The gain in mass comes 
from snow falling on the 
continent and glaciers that 
move slowly toward the 
shore. The east of Antarcti¬ 
ca - where D28 broke off - 
is different from the west of 
the continent and Green¬ 
land, which are rapidly 
warming due to climate 
change.
